RESUMED  IMMEDIATELY 


PARIS,  Jan.  9. — Tomorrow's  ceremony,  which  definitely  re-estab- 
lishes a  state  of  peace  between'the  Allies  and  Germany,  putting  an  end 
to  the  armistice,  will  be  divided  in  two  parts. 

The  representatives  of  the  five  powers  will  meet  first  in  the  office 
of  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  Baron  von  Lersner,  head  of  the 
German  peace  delegation,  and  Herr  von  Simson  will  be  invited  to 
sign  in  Germany's  name  the  protocol  of  November  1.  They  will 
receive  from  the  hands  of  Premier  Clemenceau  a  letter  binding  the 
Allies  to  reduce  the  amount  of  materials  demanded  for  the  destruction 
of  war  vessels  at  Scapa  Flow.  The  second  part  of  the  ceremony  will 
follow  immediaUlyip^theClock.

ratified  the  treaty  wjll  be  represented  here  by  one  delegate  each. 
Minutes  will  be  drawn  up  on  the  following  matters: 

Signing  of  the  Versailles  treaty,  signing  of  the  protocol  attached 
to  the  treaty,  and  signing  of  the  agreement  by  the  United  States, 
Belgium,  Great  Britain,  Fiance  and  Germany  relative  to  occupation 
of  the  flhine.  After  the  signature  of  these  documents  is  completed 
they  will  be  handed  to  the  French  officials  for  deposit  in  the  archives. 

The  records  will  be  printed  on  large  sheets  of  quarto  parchment 
paper,  and  the  seals  of  each  plenipotentiary  will  be  -affixed  with  the 
signatures. 


The  ratification  exchange  ceremony 
will  be  followed  by  the  immediate  re- 
sumption of  diplomatic  relations  be- 
tween the  Allies  and  Germany.

Report  From  Capital  Says 
Government  Will  Refuse  to

LONDON,  Jan.  9. — Shortage  of 
TWhu"s*hold  coal,  which  approaches 
famine  proportions,  Unreported  In 
many  of  the  thickly  nopulated  dis- 
tricts throughout  Great  Britain,  re- 
sulting in  protests  to  the  coal  con- 
troller from  numerous  places  In  Lan- 
cashire, South  Wales,  the  London 
districts,  and   also  from  Ireland. 

Although  official  returns  show  a 
constantly  increasing  output  of  coal 
for  several  months,  poorer  citizens 
have  found  it  virtually  impossible  to 
obtain  even  Bmall  supplies  since  the 
Government  announced  a  reduction 
of  ten  shillings  on  each  ton  affecting 
household  coal.  The  distress,  there- 
fore. Is  acute  in  the  present  cold 
spelL 

Officials  of  the  miners'  federation 
alleged  that  the  shortage  of  coal  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the 
supply  is  being  sent  abroad  and  at 
huge  profit*  for  the  owners,  who  re- 
fuse to  alfow  the  coal  tp  be  sold  In 
Great  Britain  for  household  purposes 
at  the  Government's  price. 


ARRIVE  AT  HAVANA

THE  HAGUE,  Jan.  9.— The  first 
chamber  of  the  Dutch  Parliament  has 
drafted  and  presented  to  the  cabinet  a 
memorandum  suggesting  that  It  is  now 
desirable  that  Holland  request  former 
Emperor  William  of  Germany  to  return 
to  his  own  country. 

In  the  ordinary  course  of  parlia- 
mentary procedure,  the  Government 
would  answer  the  first  chamber. 

The  Government,  however.  It  has  been 
learned  by  the  correspondent,  does  not 
consider  the  memorandum  Important. 
It  la  explained  that  it  was  Introduced 
at  the  suggestion  of  a  single  member 
during  the  budget  debate  as  a  matter 
of  formality. 

As  far  as  the  correspondent  has  been 
able  to  learn,  the  present  Dutch  Gov- 
ernment has  firmly  decided  that  it  will 
not  surrender  the  former  Oerman  ruler. 

Former  Emperor  William  has  trans- 
ferred most  of  his  wood-cutting  ac- 
tivities to  Doom,  where  his  new  home 
Is  being  built.  Dressed  in  a  green 
hunting  suit,  he  was  seen  yesterday  at 
Doorn  chopping  or  sawing  off  the 
branches  of  young  trees  which  had  been 
felled  with  the  purpose  of  perfecting  a 
new  landscape  for  the  park  of  his 
estate. 

Although  recently  there  was  some- 
thing akin  to  a  crisis  in  the  Dutch 
Cabinet,  there  now  seems  to  bo  no 
probability  that  the  Government  will 
fall.  The  most  opposed  measure  of  the. 
Government  which  has  already  been 
passed  concerns  the  forced  loan  under 
which  every  Dutchman  with  property 
valued  at  more  than  a.l.OOO  florins  or 
an  Income  of  more  than  10.000  florins 
must  nubscrlbe.

Support  to  '  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge  by-law  and  to  the  municipal 
golf  links  by-law  as  well  was  pledged 
by  a  public  meeting  of  Victoria  West 
people  last  night.  Addresses  were' 
made  relative  to  the  bridge  issue  by 
Premier  John  Oliver.  Mr.  H.  C.  Hall, 
M.P.P..  Mayor  Porter  and  candidates 
for  the  civic  election,  and  a  sentiment 
strongly  In  favor  of  the  two  projects 
prevailed  throughout  the  meeting. 
Both  resolutions,  one  endorsing  the 
bridge  and  the  other  the  golf 
were  passed  without  a  d 
voice. 

The  Premier  dealt  with  the  bridge 
question  at  considerable  length,  re- 
viewing the  negotiations  that  had  led 
up'  to  the  present  situation.  He  de- 
clared that  if  the  by-law  was  turned 
down  next  week  there  was  small 
chance  of  the  Issue  being  revived 
again  within  the  near  future,  as  the 
Legislature  might  feel  disinclined  to 
again  vote  the  f200,000  appropriation 
if  the  citizens  of  Victoria  failed  to 
show  sufficient  confidence  in  their 
community  to  back  the  proposition 
when  the  opportunity  was  offered. 
The  Alternative 

The  Premier  put  at  rest  all  belief 
that  the  C.  P.  R.  was  getting  the  bet- 
ter of  the  bargain  when  he  asserted 
that  the  Esquimau  &  Nanaimo  Rail- 
way had  to  be  forced  into  the  posi- 
tion it  now  occupied.  "The  C.  P.  R. 
did  not  want  to  be  a  party  to  this 
Joint  bridge  plan."  he  said.  "The 
C.  P.  R.  would  have  preferred  to  put 
up  a  second-hand  bridge  at  less  cost 
which  would  give  no  provision  for 
vehicular  traffic  and  possibly  would 
not  even  have  a  footpath  for  the 
public. 

If  the  by-law  is  turned  down  the 
C.  P.  R.  will  unquestionably  seek  an 
order  from  the  Board  of  Railway 
Commissioners  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  this  cheaper  bridge, 
which  would  be  of  much  less  value 
to  Victoria." 

The  Premier  took  Issue  with  Mr.

"Mr.  Cameron  advanced  the  argu- 
ment that  the  people  of  Victoria  had 
no  particular  interest  in  the  Reserve 
area.

Objection  No.  1 

"It  will  increase  the  ratepayers'  taxes  enormously." 

Answer — The  increase  in  taxes  to  pay  for  the  Johnson 
Street  Bridge  will  be  only  three-quarters  of  a  mill  the  first 
year,  and  will  gradually  lessen  until  it  becomes  only  1-32  of 
a  mill  the  last  year.  This  increase  will  not  only  pay  the 
interest  but  will  also  redeem  the  bonds  when  they  come  due. 

Also — Out  of  the  112  acres  in  the  Songhecs  Reserve  only 
six  acres  will  be  permanently  exempt  from  taxes.

Conference  of  Delegates  Will 
Assemble  Again  Today  to 
Receive  Government's  Re- 
ply to  Proposals, 


LONDON.  Jan.  9. — The  Union  of 
Railwaymen  at  a  conference  today 
rejected  the  terms  offered  by  the 
Government  In  settlement  of  the 
wage  demands  of.  the  workers. 
Nevertheless,  there  is  no  deadlock 
between  the  union  heads  and*  the 
Government  and  no  prospct  at  pres- 
ent of  a  strike.  * 

The  conference  will  be  assembled 
again— tomorrow  in  the  hope  of  rc^- 
celving  the  Government's  reply  re- 
garding proposals  referred  back  to 
It  for  consideration.  The  hope  this 
evening  seemed  to  be  that  the  Gov- 
ernment might  announce  tomorrow 
whether  it  is  wilHng  to  resume  nego- 
tiations. . 

The  worst  feature  of  the  situation 
from  the  industrial  viewpoint  in  the 
case  of  both  the  moulders  and  the 
railwaymen.  is  that  the  rank  and  file 
of  them  have  declined  to  follow  the 
advice  of  their  union  leaders.  It  Is 
possible  that  the  Government  will 
refuse  to  reopen  negotiation*  on  the 
ground  that  under  these  conditions 
they  would  be  useless. 

There  were  rumors  today  that  J. 
H.  Thomas,  general  secretary  of  the 
National  Union  of  Railwaymen,  who 
favored  acceptance  of  the  Govern- 
ment's terms.  had  threatened  to 
resign.  These  were  without  founda- 
tion. It  Is  considered  likely  that  Mr. 
Thomas  may  go  to  Paris  by  airplane 
to  consult  with  Premier  Lloyd 
George. 

One  reason  assigned  for  the  re- 
jection of  the  Government's  propos- 
als is  said  to  be  that  the  men  argued 
that  with  the  considerable  Increase 
In  freight  charges  recently  made  It 
would  be  possible  to  pay  the  men 
the  wages  demanded. 


OF  TWO  NAVIES 


Mr,  Gardiner  Believes  Measure 
Would  Avert  Possibility  of 
Britain  and  U,  S,  Becoming 
Estranged  Eventually, 




LONDON.  Jan.  9. — A  stroug  appeal 
in  favor  of  polling  the  British  and 
United  States  navies  and  consecrating 
them  to  the  use  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions as  an  instrument  for  banishing 
war  from  the  seas,  will  be  made  In  the 
weekly  article  of  Alfred  G.  Gardiner 
in  The  Daily  News  of  tomorrow. 

Mr.  Gardiner  declares  that.  If 
through  machinations  in  Paris  the 
League  of  Nations  is  lost,  nothing  can 
prevent  the  United  States  from  becom- 
ing the  greatest  naval  power  in  the 
world,  and  that  this  situation  would 
produce  a  feeling  of  anxiety  in  Eng- 
land which  could  easily  develop  Into 
suspicion  and  perhaps  Into  antag- 
onism. There  is  only  one  way  to  pre- 
vent this  menace,  according  to  Mr. 
Gardiner.  "That  Is."  he  asserts,  "to 
say  now  while  the  sky  Is  clear,  while 
we  still  are  masters  of  our  fate,  that 
there  shall  never  be  naval  competition 
between  the  two  countries.  Nothing  Is 
easier  than  to  make  such  a  decision 
now.  It  may  be  difficult  to  make  it  a 
year  hence,  and  too  late  to  make  It 
five  years  hence." 

Mr.  Gardiner  argues  that  henceforth 
the  United  States  either  will  invest  the 
Monroe  Doctrine  with  the  sanction  of 
her  own  sea  power  or  a  new  instru- 
ment of  sea  power  must  be  forged.  He 
contends  that  the  initiative  for  the 
pooling  of  the  navies  should  come 
from  England  because  the  British  sea 
power  Is  actual  while  that  of  the 
United  States  is  potential. 

SERBIANS  LOOK  FOR 

F1UME  SETTLEMENT 

LONDON.  Jan.  9.— An  optimistic 
spirit  prevails  nmong  the  officials  at 
Belgrade  regarding  the  possibility  of 
ii  settlement  of  the  Adriatic  question, 
according  to  diplomatic  advices  re- 
oelved  today.  Recent  conversations 
between  Serbians  and  Italians  and 
other  Interested  Allies  are  believed 
to  have  done  much  to  pave  the  way 
for  a  solution  of  tre  difficulty  and 
hope  is  expressed  that  further  con- 
ferences in  Paris  will  lead  to  a  set- 
tlement.

GREAT  RADIO  PLANT 

BUILT  AT  BORDEAUX 

BORDEAUX,  Jan.  9. — Construction 
work  on  the  giant  Lafayette  radio 
station  being  built  here  by  the  Ameri- 
can navy  is  finished,  and  Installation 
of  the  electrical  equipment  will  be 
completed  next  Spring,  It  la  an- 
nounced. 

This  will  be  the  largest,  and  most 
powerful  wireless  stations  In  the 
world.  Construction  of  the  plant  was 
begun  about  two  years  ago.  when  It 
was  believed  that  the  war  might  con- 
tinue for  a  long  time.  When  the 
armistice  was  signed  the  French  Gov- 
ernment asked  that  the  United  States 
complete  the  station  because  the  navy 
was  familiar  with  the  plans  and  had 
a  force  of  experienced  workmen  On 
the  spot.  The  French  Government, 
however,  agreed  to  meet  the  entire 
cost  of  construction  and  to  take  over 
the  plant  when  completed. 

The  aerial  of  the  station  is  swung 
upon  eight  steel  towers,  each  about 
900  feet  high  almost  equaling  In  alti- 
tude the  famous  Eiffel  Tower  in  Paris. 


United  States  Is  Appealed  to  as 
Only  Possible  Source  of 
Succor  That  Will 
Many  Millions  Alive. 


WASHINGTON,  Jan.  9. — An  appeal 
to  the  American  people  to  extend  aid 
to  7,000,000  Austriahs  threatened  with 
anarchy  and  death  by  starvation  dur- 
ing the  Winter  has  been  forwarded  to 
Washington  by  Baron  Elchoff.  head 
of  the  Austrian  peace  delegation. 

"The  representatives  of  the  Allied 
and  Associated  powers  In  Paris  are 
fully  aware  of  the  terrible  distress  by 
which  Austria  is  actually  afflicted,  ' 
says  Baron  KlchoffV  appeal,  "it  re- 
sulted from  the  plain  figures  which 
have  been  laid  before  the  reparations 
committee,  with  ghastly  evidence,  that 
at  the  end  of  the  present  month  the 
Austrian  people  literally  will  parish 
by  cold  and  starvation.  This  is  ft 
fact  nobody  calls  Into  questions-  ■:■ 

"It  has  been  established  by-  the  de- 
liberations of  the  reparations  committee 
and  of  the  supreme  council  that  Austria 
can  only  be  saved  by  granting  her  the 
necessary  credits,  and  solely  the  hope 
that  the  powers  would  do  so  holds  up 
as  yet  to  a  certain  extent  the  morale 
of  the  suffering  people.  At  the  present 
moment  this  situation  has  come  to  a 
specially  critical  phase,  the  European 
powers  having  declared  that  they  can- 
not grant  those  credits,  and  American 
co-operation  offers  the  only  chance  for 
saving  Austria." 

PARIS,  Jan.  9. — Baron  Peter  Elchoff. 
head  of  the  Austria.i  mission  In  Paris, 
called  on  Hugh  C.  Wallace,  the  Amer- 
ican Ambassador,  today.  After  hear- 
ing a  report  of  the  situation  in  Aus« 
tria,  Mr.  Wallace  said  he  was'  deeply 
impressed  by  the  necessity  for  Im- 
mediate action  to  save  the  country 
from  starvation.

carrying  out  possibly  far-reaching  plans  toward  the  Caucasus  region 
and.  southward  toward  Persia  and  Afghanistan,  it  is  said.  Bolshevik 
authorities  have  announced  their  intention  to  penetrate  Persia  by  way 
of  Khorassan  as  soon  as  they  could  secure  control  of  the  Caspian  Sea, 
and  recent  reports  have  indicated  that  soviet  garrisons  along  the 
Khorassan  frontier  had  been  heavily  reinforced. 

The  Bolshevik  have  as  their  ultimate  purpose  an  offensive  against 
the'jBritish,  and  plan  important  movements  in  the  direction  of  India 
in  conjunction  with  the  Afghans  and  other  peoples  who  might  be 
influenced  by  pro-Islamic  aspirations,  it  is  asserted.  For  this  purpose, 
swarms  of  propaganda  agents  are  said  to  be  undergoing  intensive  train- 
ing, and  many  have  been  sent  into  Persia  and  the  Caucasus,  being 
provided  with  large  sums  of  forged  English  money.  It  is  reported  that 
1,500  soviet  agents  havd'gone  into  Persia,  and  anti-Bolsheviki  author- 
ities have  taken  steps  to  put  a  stop  to  this  movement.

Jan.  9.— The  Board  of 
Commerce  has  Issued  a  statement 
as  to  its  reasons  for  rescinding  the 
order  for  limitation  of  sugar  profits, 
made  last  September,  and  for  the 
issue  of  a  saw  order  fixing  a  maxi- 
mum retail  price  for  sugar  and  mak- 
ing the  same  price  of  16  cents  a 
pound  at  retail  applicable  through- 
out Canada.  * 

In  Its  statement  the  Board  points 
out  that  when  the  previous  order 
was  made  raw  sugar  was  procur- 
able at  Its  place  of  origin  at  about 
6  1-2  cent*  a  pound.  It  now  costs  at 
its  place  of  origin  11  1-2  cents  a 
pound.  Granulated  sugar  was  then 
selling  for  ten  cents- a  pound  in  the 
United  States  and  12  cents  In  Canada. 
It  is  now  selling  from  18  to  22  cents 
a  pound  In  the  United  States,  and  is 
likely  to  go  higher. 

Neither  United  States  nor  Cana- 
dian refiners  can  control  the  situa- 
tion. It  Is  due  to  the  advanced  coat 
of  raw  sugar,  which  Is  produced  so 
far  as  Canada'*  supply 'for  refining 
is  concerned,  in  Cuba.  Peru,  the  West 
Indies  and  other  Southern  countries.

LONDON.  Jan.  8. — The  Irish  Gov- 
ernment has  suspended  General  Sir 
Joseph  Byrne  as  Inspector-General  of 
the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary.  Some 
reports  say  that  he  has  been  dis- 
missed. Byrne  is  an  Irishman  and  a 
Catholic,  and  It  seems  his  dismissal 
comes  as  a  complete  surprise  to  him- 
self. 

The  Times,  In  a  lengthy  editorial 
says  suoh  a  dismissal  of  one  of  the 

mo»t  Important  officials  at  the  present 
grave  Juncture  of  Irish  affairs  de- 
mands the  most  ample  Justification. 
The  Times  proceeds: 

"The  public  knows  that  the  present 
methods  of  the  Irish  Government  en- 
sjoy  the  support  of  none  of  the  mod- 
erate elements  of  Nationalists,  and 
has  been  strongly  criticized  even  by 
Unionists.  The  dismissal  of  a  man 
who  insofar  as  the  public  estimate  of 
him  Is  correct,  is  one  of  the  most  val- 
uable officials  in  Ireland,  raises  in  an 
acute  form  the  whale  question  of 
Irish  administration.  If  the  Irish 
Government  have  done  right,  now  is 
their  opportunity  to  Justify  their  dis- 
charge of  a  British  trust.  4f  they  have 
done  wrong,  we  sincerely  hope  Sir 
Joseph  Byrne  will  be  honorably  rein- 
stated, whatever  the  connequences  of 
such  reinstatement  may  involve." 

The  Westminster  Gazette  says  that 
if  the  general  impression  \  of  the 
grounds  of  dismissal  is  correct,  the 
step  taken  by  the  government  is  om- 
inous of  further  trouble.

PARIS,  Jan.  9. — The  Flume  prob- 
lem was  taken  up  at  a  meeting  held  in 
private  today  by  the  Premiers  and 
other  allied'  statesmen  assembled  here. 
The  meeting  was  attended  by  Pre- 
miers Lloyd  George,  "of  Great  Britain: 
Nittl.  of  Italy,  and  Clemenceau,  of 
France;  Earl  Curzon,  British  Foreign 
Secretary;  Vittorio  Scialoia.  Italian 
Foreign  Minister;  Andrew  Bonar  Law, 
British  Privy  Councillor;  Hugh  C. 
Wallace,  American  Ambassador  to 
France;  Baron  Matsui,  Japanese  Am- 
bassador; Paul  Dutasta,  general  sec- 
retary of  the  peace  conference,  and 
Phillipe  Berthelot.  political  director 
of  the  French  Foreign  Office. 

A  session  of  the  Supreme  Council 
preceded  this  meeting.  It  was  presid- 
ed over  by  Premier  Clemenceau.  and 
attended  by  Premiers  Lloyd  George 
and  Nitti,  Foreign  Minister  Scialoia, 
Earl  Curzon  and  Mr.  Bonar  I>aw.  At 
this  meeting  Secretary  Dutasta  re- 
ported his  conversations  with  Baron 
von  Lersner,  head  of  the  German  mis- 
sion, regarding  measures  taken  by  the 
commission  on  Schleswlg  affairs, 
which  will  be  applied  upon  the  com- 
ing into  force  of  the  peace  treaty. 

The  council  decided  that  expenses 
of  the  high  commission  in  control  of 
the  Rhine  region  should  be  borne  by 
Germany,  aa  well  as  the  cost  of  the 
army  of  occupation. 

The  council  took  up  the  subject  of 
the  first  meeting  of  the  executive 
council  of  the  League  of  Nations, 
which  the  treaty  provides  shall  be 
called  by  President  Wilson.  It  was 
announced  that  the  date  for  the  meet- 
ing would  be  fixed  later. 

Before  the  Supreme  Council  session 
Premier  Clemenceau  conferred  for  an 
hour  with  Mr.  Lloyd  George.  Pre- 
viously he  had  received  Alexandre 
Millerand,  Governor  of  Alsace.

LONDON.  Jan.  9.— Rev.  Father  Law- 
less, of  Dundalk,  writes  to  The  Dublin 
Evening  Telegraph  that  the  "constant 
stream  of  Insult  poured  upon  the 
Tremler  and,  Indeed,  upon  the  whole 
people  of  Great  Britain,  indicates  neither 
sanity  nor  a  generous  heart  in  Ireland. 
Foes  of  home  rule  may  get  on*  free, 
while  the  hate  of  all  Ireland  is  concen- 
trated on  the  one  statesman  capable 
and  willing  to  settle  the  Irish  cause. 
After  forty  years  of  disappointment,  let 
Irishmen  grasp  the  present "  chance  of 
making  a  beginning  of  self-govern- 
ment, If  we  do  really  believe  in  home 
rule  at  all."' 

The  Kvenlng  Telegraph,  which  has 
taken  the  place  of  the  suppressed  Free- 
man's Journal,  prints  a  letter  from 
John  McArdle,  the  distinguished  Dublin 
surgeon,  which  condemns  the  proposals 
because  they  arc  alleged  to  simply 
secure  Ulster  her  ascendancy  and  endow 
her  with  a  veto  on  the  West  of  Ireland. 
However,  this  letter,  coming  from  a 
prominent  lay  Nationallat.  is  significant, 
because  It  appeals  for  fair  'considera- 
tion of  the  measure. 

"We  should  study  the  proposals  care 
fully."  says  the  writer,  "and  if  we  find 
that  by  any  improvement  they  could  bo 
made  workable  we  should  seek  amend 
ments.  There  may  be  the  germ  of  real 
and  lasting  freedom  In  the  highly 
camouflaged  statement  of  the  Premier, 
but  until  the  printed  bill  is  before  us 
Nationalists  we  would  be  unwise  to  re- 
fuse It  our  full  consideration." 

Inquiries  among  ether  Irishmen  show 
that,  while  keenly  alive  to  the  acuteness 
of  the  question,  they  are  not  eager  ad- 
herents of  any  particular  school  of 
opinion.  They  do.  however,  show  im- 
patience with  others  who  profess  them- 
selves ready  to  refuse  the  present  offer 
forthwith.  It  doen  neem  as  If  there  was 
an  Idea  among  a  considerable  section 
of  Irishmen  that  In  the  present  pro- 
posals there  Is  an  opportunity  of  eventu- 
ally working  out  a  settlement  Many, 
for  Instance,  believe  It  an  appreciable 
advanco  that  affairs  of  purely  Iriah  local 
self-government  should  be  removed  from 
Westminster.  The  financial  proposals 
arc  received  doubtfully  In  almost  all 
quarters,  particularly  that  of  the  im- 
perial exchequer's  retention  of  fifteen 
millions  out  Of  Ireland's  taxation  of 
forty-one  millions  sterling,  but  there  la 
forthcoming  the  reply  that  if  the  pres- 
ent proposals  fall,  the  forty-one  millions 
will  continue  to  be  exacted  as  the  Irish 
contribution  to  the  Imperial  exchequsr, 
while  Ireland  will  less  the  promised 
four  million  pounds  yearly  of  land  pur-

SEEK  CHANGES 
IN  LEM1EUX  ACT 


Labor  Delegation  Asks  Gov- 
ernment to  Amend  Measure 
—Suggest  Its  'Practical  Re- 
modeling and  Revision. 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  ».— Revision  of  the 
industrial  disputes  act  (the  Lemleux 
Act)  Is  to  receive  early  consideration. 
In  past  years,  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress  of  Canada  has  opposed  the 
act  and  demanded  its  repeal.  Lat- 
terly there  has  been  a  shifting  In  the 
attitude  of  organized  labor  toward 
the  act. 

.  At  the  interview  between  represen- 
tatives of  the  Oovernment  and  or- 
ganised labor  yesterday,  complaints 
In  regard  to  the  act  were  again  sub- 
mitted, and  the  labor  delegates 
offered  to  participate  in  a  joint  con- 
ference with, a  view  to  revision.  In 
reply,  the  Oovernment  invited  the 
labor  men  to  submit  concrete  pro- 
posals for  amendments  for  considera- 
tion. 

While  the  labor  men  have  not  yet 
decided  on  any  concrete  proposals 
they  may  make,  one  of  their  first 
demands  will  no  doubt  be  for  com 
pletc  revision  and  remodeling  of  the 
act,  rather  than  amendment  of  a  few 
clauses.  They  will  ask  that  the  act 
be  made  applicable  to  workers  em- 
ployed by  public-owned,  as  well  as 
privately-owned    public  utilities. 

At  the  present  time,  by  decisions 
Rendered  under  the  act,  privately 
owned  public  utilities  only  are  con 
ccrned.  It  Is  claimed  by  the  labor 
men  that  had  the  act  been  applicable 
to  public-owned  utilities — as  for  in- 
ataoxa,  the  employees,  of  munlctpalt-

A  BRIDGE  OF  DEVELOPMENT. 

After  long  years  of  effort  to  aecure 
an  up-to-date  bridge  over  the  harbor, 
through  a  campaign  in  which  practic- 
ally every  element  of  the  community 
participated,  we  are  on  the  eve  of 
success,  for  if  the  by-law  relating  to 
the  subject  passes  on  Thursday  next 
the  construction  of  the  work  will  com- 
mence. There  is  no  undertaking  that 
has  been  projected  here  for  many 
years  which  is  destined  to  have  a  more 
permanent  effect  on  the  city's  develop- 
ment. On  the  other  hand  if  the  by- 
Jaw  were  defeated  it  would  be  a  set- 
back to  cherished  plans  for  progress 
from  which  we  could  not  recover  for 
many  years.  The  bridge  has  been 
needed  any  time  during  the  laBt  decade 
but  more  so  than  eve*  It  1h  wanted  to- 
day" if  this  community  is  to  play  a 
man's  part  in  the  era  of  reconstruc- 
tion. Industrial  development  has  been 
handicapped  if  not  actually  held  back 
because  of  the  lack  of  direct  commu- 
nication between  the  business  area  of 
the  city  and  Victoria  West  and 
Ksqulmalt.    Industries  established  on 

been 


the  former  reserve  area  have 
slowed  up  because  of  the  difficulties 
•ncountered  and  the  prices  charged  In 
bringing  In  their  materials  through 
lack  of  a  traffic  bridge.  It  would  be 
Impossible  to  compute  the  amount  of 
time  lost  by  our  citizens  who  have 
business  dealings  across  the  harbor. 

The  one  sure  method  of  promoting 
Industrial  development  on  the  former 
reserve  area  Is  by  making  that  land 
easy  of  access.    The  present  facilities 
are  entirely  inadequate  and  unless  the 
Johnson  Street  bridge  is  built  we  will 
remain  handicapped  for  many  a  year 
to  come.    It  is  a  time  of  opportunity 
In  the  history  and  progress  of  the  city 
which,  if  missed,  will  leave  something 
like  stagnation  before  us.    The  John- 
son Street  bridge  is  an  essential  ele- 
ment to  development  and  it  is  no  ex- 
aggeration to  say  that  our  industrial 
Tuture  is  dependent  in  large  measure 
on  Its  construction.    There  are  scores 
of  aspects  from  which  this  subject 
might  be  treated  and  in  every  one  of 
them  the  question  resolves  Itself  Into 
one  of  whe ihar^or  not  tk*»pcople  want 
to  embark  od^n  era    of  e: 
There  Is  one  other  vlewpo 
standing  Importance  at  this  time.  We 
have  been  bombarding    the  Federal 
tSovernment  asking  that  work  should  I 
be  provided  to  meet  the  needs  of  un- 
employment in  this  community.  The 
Provincial  Government  has  also  been 
approached  on  this  subject  and  yes- 
terday the  City  Council  met  a  dele- 
gation which  preferred  the  same  re- 
quest.   The  citisens  have  It  In  their 
power  to  create  work  by  voting  in 
favor  of  the  bridge  by-law.    Not  only 
will  they  be  voting  on  the  desirability 
of  spending  their  own  money  on  a  re- 
construction policy,  but  there  is  also 
Involved  the  expenditure  of  $300,000 
set  aside  for  the  purpose  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  and  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway. 

There  Is  no  need  more  pressing  at 
this  time  in  our  muulclpal  life  than  the 
provision  of  work.      The  Provincial 
Government  has  offered  to  co-operate 
in  the  task  if  the  City  will  be  a  part- 
ner, for  that  Is  one  way  of  looking  at 
the  expenditure  to  be  voted  on  next 
Thursday.    Apart  from  this  impdrtont 
consideration,  which  should  havo  Its 
effect  upon  all  who  believe  in  a  happy, 
contented  and  prosperous  people,  there 
are  the  overwhelming    arguments  In 
favor  of  the  bridge  as  a  vital  necessity 
In  civic  development.    Mayor  Porter 
has  explained  what  is  the  viewpoint  of 
the  City  Council.    Premier  Oliver  has 
also  dwelt  at  length  on  the  attitude 
et  The  Government  which  is  interested 
because  It  wishes  to  Insure  Its  property 
on  the  harbor  front  proves  a  good  in- 
vestment and  enures  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Province  as  a  whole.  Every 
public    or   semi-public  organization 
which  has  the  city's  interests  at  heart 
favors  the  new  bridge.    There  is  going 
to  be,  taxation  relief,  so  that  the  bur- 
den provided  for  in  the  by-law  will 
not  fall  as  heavily  as  is  expected  on 
some  who  are  now  In  opposition  to  the 
Improvement.    We  Relieve  there  is  no 
argument  capable  of  expansion  against 
the  building  of  the  bridge  save  that  of 
the  expepse  Involved.   Every  Improve- 
ment costs  money,  and  without  the 
expenditure  of  money  there  would  be 
no  development.    In  order  tofculld  up 
Victoria  It  Is  necessary  the  City,  which 
means  the  citlsens.  should  Invest  In  Its 
progress     There  l»  nn  Investment  in 
i:lght  of  such  a  suhstinttnl  character 
or  promising  more  lasting  and  rone- 
rictal  results  than  the  establishment  of 
the  transportation  facility,  the  lnck  of 
which  la  now  one  of  »-ur  grcajlesx  muni- 
cipal" handicaps. 


reaching  the  Pacific  Coast,  unless 
Japan  adds  largely  to  her  army  on  the 
mainland.  If  a  battle  Is  to  be  fougjit 
by  any  of  the  Allies  against  the  exten- 
sion of  the  Bolshevist  regime  Japan 
to  seemlngfr  the  only  P«*«  to 
undertake  the  task,  for  it  has  Just  been 
announced  that  the  last  of  t  he  Ameri- 
can troops  in  Siberia,  are  to  be  with- 
drawn. It  is  Instructive  to  notioe  that 
the  greater  rthe  military  triumphs  of 
the  Bolshevists  the  more  anxious  they 
become  to  make  peace  with  the  Allies. 
The  reason  to  obvious,  and  it  Is  be- 
cause  Bolshevism  was  Oarman  in  | 
origin  and  is  still  German.  When  the 
Allies  make  peace  with  the  Bolshe- 
vists then  Germany  can  "take  posses- 
sion" of  Russia,' commercially,  finan- 
cially, and,  perhaps,  politically.  It 
must  be  admitted  that  the  Germans 
are  very  near  to  success  because  the 
Bolshevist  propaganda  throughout 
the  world  has  led  to  a  clamor  for 
peace  with  Lenlne.  especially  among 
those  who  either  cannot  or  will  not 
understand  what  Bolshevism  means. 

An  interesting  sidelight  on  events  is 
explained  by  a  British  official  who 
has  been  in  Russia  before  and  during 
the  revolution  and  beforehand  during 
tha  Bolshevist  reglme>  He  points  out 
that  whenever  Bolshevism  lias  been  in 
a  critical  position  something  has  hap- 
pened outside  Russia  to  help  it.  When 
Yudenitch  was  threatening  Petrograd 
and  Denlkine  was  pressing  the  Bol- 
shevists on  tho  south,  Germany,  by 
specious  intrigue,  led  the  Allies  to  dis- 
sociate themselves  from  the  affairs  of 
the  Baltic  States  and  Finland.  On  top 
of  this  decision  came  the  Beimondt 
treachery,  undoubtedly  engineered  by 
Germany.  This  same  authority  sayB: 
"The  only  things  keeping  Bolshevism 
alive  today  are  German  support,  Ger- 
man propaganda,  German  officers  and 
military  engineers. — amb — even — more 
helpful,  the  policy  of  thsfAUies."    It  is 


Province  from  other  parts  of  Canada, 
but  since  such  a  course  would  be  In 
restriction  of  trade  it  to  hardly  baUev- 
abto.

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  Bol 
shevist  menace  and  that  is  the  Indirect 
Injury  it  has  inflicted  on  the  peoples  of 
the  Allied  countries,  apart  from  the 
insiduous  propaganda  which  is  littered 
about  through  the  medium  of  Russian 
gold.    Nothing  has  conduced  so  much 
to  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  throughout  the  world  us  Bol 
shevlsm.and  the  consequent  Industrial 
stagnation  which  ensued  in  Russia.  It 
was  the  competition  of 'exported  Rus 
sian  wheat  which  gave  the  people  of 
the  Allied  countries  chesjp  bread.  The 
suffering  millions  of  Europe  are  now* 
in  the  hands  of  the  wheat  trust  of 
this  continent  and  it  is  only  Russian 
wheat  that  can  help  the  peoples  to 
have  cheaper  food.    Russia  Is  not  ex- 
porting fuel  as  in  the  past,  bo  there  is 
a  shortage  in  Europe.    Her  butter  and 
eggs,  such  as  are  produced,  are  only 
sufficient  to  feed  her    own  people, 
whereas  in  pre-war  time  she  sxported

immense  quantities.    There  are  many 
raw  materials  which  Russia  exported 
in  the  past  and  which  helped  to  keep 
down    the  cost  of  living  throughout 
tho  world.    Thus  Bolshevism  by  a 
policy  of  cutting  down  industrial  pro- 
duction is  sending  up  prices  every- 
where and  perpetuating  unrest.  The 
continuation  of  Bolshevism,  which  is 
Gerntan  nurtured,  means  the  perpetu- 
ation of  Germany's  war  against  the 
rest  of  the  world,  for  whatever  may 
happen  to  Russia  It  is  Germany  that 
will  benefit  in  the  long  run.  Despite 
military    victories.    Lenine's  present 
campaign  is  concentrated  on  securing 
peace  with  the  Allies,  and  the  reason 
is  in  order  that  Germany's  agents  may 
set  about  regenerating  Russia  indus- 
trially and  financially.  Germany  found 
the  gold  that    made    Lenine's  coup 
d'etat  possible.    No    one    can  accuse 
him  of  Ingratitude    since    he  Is  will- 
ing that  the  country  he  governs  should 
become  an  annex  of  Germany. 


Sir. — In  your  issue  of  this  morn- 
ing Mr.  John  Oliver  accuses  me  of 
mavlng  misinterpreted  his  letter, 
which  appeared  in  your  Issue  of 
January  4.  If  I  have  done  so,  I  can 
assure  him  that  I  did  it  unintention- 
al^, and,  on  looking  again  at  his 
letter,  I  cannot  help  thinking  that 
the  majority  of  people  would  draw 
the  same  inference  from  it  that  I 
did. 

After  quoting  from  my  letter,  as 
follows:  "In  a  letter  appearing  in 
your  Issue  of  January  4.  Mr.  John 
Oliver  disclaims  any  knowledge  of 
the  existence  of  extensive  deposits  of 
potash-bearing  rocks  in  the  vicinity 
of  Kyuquot."  Mr..  Oliver  writes  in  his 
letter  appearing  this  morning:  "My 
letter,  neither  directly,  nor  by  in- 
ference, contained  any  Buch  dis- 
claimer. In  fact,  the  Inferences  wero 
all  the  other  way." 

The  fucts  are  these:  In  referring 
to  the  potash  deposits  on  the  west 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island.  The  Daily 
Times  reported  Mr.  Oliver  as  having 
said  In  his  speech  at  Ne*r  West- 
minster: "I  can  tell  you  people  to- 
night that  before  long  we  shall  have 
a  big  potash  industry  here,  and  will 
no  longer  have  to  depend  on  Qer- 
many  for  that  article."  In  his  )ett^ 
that  appeared  In  The  Dally  Colonist 
on  January  4.  Mr.  Oliver  wrote: 
"From  information  now  received,  I 
am  led  to  believe  that  these  leports 
(those  of  his  speech  at  New  West- 
minster) may  be«the  means  of  Induc- 
ing people  to  invest  in  tho  shares  of 
the  company  controlling  these  pot- 
ash-bearing claims.  I  wish  to  advise 
the  public  generally  that  I  have  no 
Information  in  my  possession  which 
would  Justify  me  in  recommending 
such  an  investment." 

Two  inferences  seem  to  me  to  bo 
possible  from  this  statement.  Either 
the  deposit  Is  not  as  commercially 
feasible  as  Mr.  Oliver  believed  It  to 
be  when  he  made  his  epeech.  and 
therefore  he  has  no  knowledge  of 
extensive  deposits  of  potash-bearing 
rocks  on  the  west  coaBt  of  Vancou- 
ver Island,  which  was  the  deduction 
I  made,  or  for  some  reason  that  he 
does  not  specify  Mr.  Oliver  Is  not 
prepared  to  recommend  the  Invest- 
ment, notwithstanding  his  knowl- 
edge of  extensive  deposits  of  potash- 
bearing  rocks. 

As  In  his  letter  appearing  in  your 
Issue  of  today.  Mr.  Oliver  seems  to 
lead  us  to  suppose  that  he  has 
knowledge  of  extensive  deposits  of 
potash-bearing  rocks  on  Vancouver 
Island — unless  I  again  have  made  a 
wrong  deduction.  I  hope  In  the  In- 
terest of  the  mining  Industry  of  the 
Proving  he  will  make  the  same 
common  knowledge  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  I  did  not 
reply  to  Mr.  Oliver's  letter  in  any 
spirit  of  animus  against  either  him 
or  the  deposit,  for  I  have  none,  but 
simply  with  the  object  of  guarding 
the  good  repute  of  a  newspaper,  at 
which  he  seemed  to  me  to  cast  a

fleer.  Such  an  officer  could  direct 
the  abounding  young  life  In  harmless 
directions,    and    avoid  "accidents." 
The  writer  has  in  mind  a  case  where 
a  boy  came  horns  with  his  finger 
badly  Injured  with  a  blow  from  a 
.stone  thrown  deliberately  by  another 
boy,  and  it  was  subsequently  found 
that   the   outer     tendon     had  been 
broken,  so  that  afterward  he  could 
not  straighten  his  finger.  Another  In- 
stance was  when  a  large  boy  In  play 
jumped  on  the  back  of  a  smaller 
bo>,  resulting  In  the  fall  Of  both. 
Tha  smaller  boy  s    arm  and  legs 
were  injured,  so  that  he  was  In  hos- 
pital for  months.  And  as  there  was 
probably  some  tendency  to  disease, 
this  furnished  the  occasion  for  Its 
outcrop.     Necrosis  of  the  humerus 
and  -of  the     fenlur  developed,  so 
that  both  these  bones  bad  to  be  re- 
moved. It  was  a  tedious  and  painful 
time  the     poor  boy     had;  and  his 
strength  was  impaired  for  life.  And 
ail  this  was  due,  in  large  measure 
to  carelessness. 

In  our  management  of  the  play- 
grounds connected  with  our  common 
school  system,  too  much  care  cannot 
be  exercised,  lest  the  strong  careless 
boys  should  unwittingly  Injure  those 
less  robust  than  theselves. 

Another  matter  for  consideration 
is  the  proper  surfacing  of  these  play- 
grounds. Much  unnecessary  expense 
Is  entailed  on  the  parents  due  to  the 


jorlty  of  the  people  whether  they 
may  or  may  not  sajoy  a  glass  of  wine 
or  spirit  in  their  own  fcsmss    ss  their 

forebears  have  done  ate©*  ths  crea- 
tion of  tho  world. 

'  Tho  one  and  only  explanation  Is 
that  ths  minority  to  organised  and 

the  majority  Isn't.  Ths  latter  con- 
1  tents  II self  with  grumbling,  discussing 
its  grievances  and  talking  of  organ- 
ising, whilst  the  "pussyfoots"  are 
busy  with  thslr  propaganda  and  in- 
trigue. 

It  is  probable  that  befora  long  ths 
question  of  whether  liquor  may  con- 
tlnus  to  be  imported  for  home  use 
or  not  will  come  before  the  people 
of  this  Province,  and  It  will  then  be 
that  the  British  Columbian  will  have 
to  answer  the  question:  "Am  I  to 
be  master  In  my  own  home,  or  am 
I  to  be  dictated  to  by  any  set  of 
cranks,  who  take  the  trouble  to  or- 
ganise?" 

It  is  easy  to  speak  of  organising 
though,  perhaps,  less  easy  to  carry  It 
Into  effect,  but  I  think  there  Is  at 
least  one  way  In  which  the  majority 
can  make  its  wishes  felt.  Whenever 
any  man  or  woman  comes  before  the 
public  for  election — Dominion.  Pro- 
vincial, Municipal  or  any  other  elec- 
tion— compel  them  to  state  plainly 
and  unequivocally  whether  they  are 
prepared  to  oppose,,  by  every  means

ments for  and  against  prohibition  but. 
I  must  dm f ess  that  the  above  logical 
effort  left  me  more  aghast  and  un- 
convinced than  most  of  them. 

Such  a  startling  theory  makes  one

Before,  however,  I  put  pen  to  paper 
on  this  much-vexed  question,  let  m'e 
make  one  point  absolutely  clear.

A  Britisher's  home 
has  ever  been  his  castle,  and  we 
have  yet  to  learn* why  a  minority  of

Calgary  continues  to  have  what  ap- 
pears to  be  an  'ample  supply  of  sugar 
for  the  r.ceds  of  all  Its  citizens,  yet  we 
have  always  believed  that  In  the  past 
the  Calgary  market  has  been  sup- 
plied from  Vancouver.    It  la  still  pos- 
sible In  the  Alberta  town  for  any  one 
customer   to   buy   as   much   as  100 
pounds  of  soft  sugar,  and,  provided  his 
or  her  other  purchases  at  a  store  are 
commensurate,  as  much  as  20  pounds 
of  granulated  sugar  may  be  bought. 
Loaf  sugar  Is  sold  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  granulated,  namely,    a  pound 
with  every  dollar's  worth    of  gea>ds 
purchased   in  the  store.     The  soft 
sugar  there  comes  from  the^East  and 
if  it  can  find  Its  way  to  Alberta,  why 
not  aa  far  as  British,  Columbia?  It 
Is  quite  Impossible  to  obtain  anything 
like  a  clear  and  concise  statement  re- 
garding the  sugar  situation  here  and 
the  prospects  of  the  future.    We  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  the  Board  of 
Commerce  Is  at  sea  on  the  subject  We 
have  been  promised  that  there  is  to 
be  an  ample  supply  of  sugar  in  this 
Province  after  January  18,  but  there 
in  no  assurance  whatever  that  this  will 
be  the  case.

In  regard  to  the  Esquimau  *  Na- 
nalmo  Railway  Company's  contribu- 
tion towards  the  cost  of  the  bridge, 
the  council  received  the  best  terms 
possible  from  this  company,  as  it  was 
explained  that  the  company  had  a 
bridge  In  stock  which  would  suit  its 
purpose  and  which  could  be  erected 
for  considerably  less  than  what  they 
have  agreed  to  contribute  towards  a 
new  bridge.

In  hospitals  to  be  supplied  by  the 
Government  at  cost  price,  and  that 
liquor  seized  by  police  officers  to  be 
banded  over  to  the  hospitals,  where 
the  quality  la  good,  free  of  cost;  the 
establishment  at  the  Government  ex- 
pense of  an  hospital  to  treat  drug 
users. 

The  whole  aspect  of  the  hospital 
situation  as  it  now  exists  was  can- 
vassed by  various  speakers,  em- 
phasis being  laid  upon  the  fact  that 
under  existing  conditions  and  with  the 
limited  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
various  institutions,  there  must  be 
greater  financial  assistance  received  if

DeleguteH  from  the  labor  and  re- 
turned soldier  organization*  and  from 
the  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-establlshment 
waited  upon  the  Streets  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  yesterday  afternoon 
and  so  impressed  It  with  the  need 
for  relieving  the  unemployment  situ- 
ation here  that  City  Kn«tneer  Preston 
wus  Instructed  to  report  Monduy 
night  on  the  various  projects  requir- 
ing labor  that  might  be  Initiated  at 
this  time  by  the  city. 

Those  who  addressed  the  Council 
were  Messrs.  James  Dakers,  presi- 
dent of  the  Metal  Trades  Council;  H. 
W.  Hart,  of  the  Great  War  Veterans' 
Association;  Comrade  MacKensle,  of 
the  Comrade*  of  the  Great  War,  and 
Mr.  McLeod.  of  the  Soldlere"  Civil  lte- 
estahllshment. 

Before  they . spoke  the  following 
letter  from  Mayor  Porter  was  read: 

"A  few  days  ago  I  had  quite  a 
large  and  representative  delegation  of 
labor  call  on  me  with  the  suggestion 
that  the  city  provide  relief  work  for 
the  unemployed.  They  pointed  out 
how  Impossible  It  was  at  present  to 
rind  employment  of  any  kind  in  the 
city.  After  pointing  out  to  them  the 
position  the  city  <was  in  financially 
:ittd  that  it  would  have  to  be  arranged 
wit  hthe  bank  to  provide  money  for 
relief  work.  I  promised  I  would  bring 
the  matter  before  you  for  favorable 
consideration.  Less  than  one  hour 
later  I  received  a  letter  from  the 
manager — of — t+re — Brrrrk — of — Montreafr 


Mr.  H.  W.  Hart  said  that  officials 
of  the  Government  were  authority 
for  the  statement  that  2.000  men 
have  had  to  aet  k  relief  from  the  Gov- 
ernment une&u>loym<r  nt  dole.  and 
there  wouldgj.  probably  bo  600  more 
before  the  crista  was  wa*  past.  The 
returned  men  did  not  want  charity, 
but  employment. 

Mr.  McLeod.  «&f  the  8.  C.  K.,  said 
that  there  were  Just  as  many  civilians 
aa  returned  soldiers  who  were  out 
of  Jobs  at  present.  The  situation  was 
extremely  serious. 

A  plea  that  city  construction  should 
be  advanced  three  months  was  voiced 
by  Comrade  MacKenzie. 

"The  soldier  sympathy  stuff  is 
played  out."  he  declared.  "The  re- 
turned men  ask  for  no  preferential 
treatment.  They  simply  ask  for  Jus- 
tice and  treatment  equal  to  that  given 
others." 

Several  of  the  aldermen  pointed  .cut 
that  the  Council  deplored  the  unem- 
ployment situation  and  was  ready  to 
do  all  it  could  within  it*  limitations. 

City  Engineer  F.  M.  Preston  was 
Instructed  to  prepare  a  list  of  the  va- 
rious works  that  might  be  proceeded 
with  in  the  near  future.

Candidates  seeking  endorsement  at 
next  week's  municipal  election  were 
given  a  hearing  last  night  at  the 
Victoria  West  School.

Raynor,  for  the  School'  Board.  The 
hall  was  crowded  and  all  the  speak- 
ers were  given  an  attentive  hearing. 
Captain   Gidley   acted   as  chairman. 

Mrs.  Graven,  who  is  the  only 
candidate  for  the  Council,  declared 
that  last  year  three  members  of  her 
sex  had  been  In  the  field  and  the 
result  was  that  the  vote  was  split 
and  not  one  was  successful.  TQils 
year,  however,  she  looked  for  a  dif- 
ferent result. 

"Women  don't  have  to  knock  to 
gain  admission  to  the  City  Hall 
when  they  want  to  pay  their  taxes 
or  their  water  bills."  she  declared. 
"If  .there  was  a  proper  representation 
of  the  taxpayers  in  the  City  Council, 
there  would  be  three  women  there, 
Instead  of  ten  men.  Men  simply  can- 
not represent  women." 

Mrs.  Graves  outlined  a  few  of  the 
matters  on  which  a  woman's  voice 
shculd  carry  special  weight  in  con- 
nection with  civic  affairs,  and  she 
declared  that  the  women  of  Vic- 
toria would  no  longer  be  content  to 
sit  back.  "1  am  making  no*promlses." 
she  concluded.  "Talk  is  cheap." 

A  Barber's  Advantage 
— Mr.  J.  A.  Shanks,  who  far  running 
on  an  Independent-Labor  platform, 
said  he  was  endorsed  by  the  Barbers' 
Union  and  his  attitude  towards 
labor  was  therefore  obvious.  "I  want 
to  draw  your  attention,"  he  said,  "to 
the  reason  why  a  barber,  because  of 
his  particular  occupation,  is  emin- 
ently fitted  for  the  office  of  alder- 
man. Nearly  every  visitor  that  comes 
to  the  city  has  need  of  business  with 
the  barber.  He  expresses  to  the  bar- 
ber freely  his  opinion  of  the  city 
and  compares  it  with  his  home  town. 
The  average  barber  is  a  very  intelli- 
gent person,  made  so  by  being  con- 
stantly in  touch  with  new  thought, 
fresh  ideas,  close  contact  with  the 
people  who  travel.  A  gentleman 
from  Regina,  who  visits  my  shop 
frequently,  a  man  who  has  been 
mayor  for  two  terms,  has  given  me 
valuable  Information  on  how  things 
are  run  there.  A  barber  Is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  gain  more  first-hand  knowl- 
ege  from  the  people  who  really 
know  than  men  in  any  other  trade 
or  calling  under  the  sun." 

Mr.  Shanks  added  that  he  favored 
the  bridge  by-law  and  wanted  to  see 
salt  water  swimming  baths  establish- 
ed here,  although  he  disapproved  -of 
the  plans  proposed  so  far. 

Not  a  Stra  inter 

Mr.  J.  Ivan  Seabrook  held  that  the 
small  vote  he  received  at  last  year's 
election  was  not  Justified.  Most  peo- 
ple had  taken  him  to  be  a*  complete 
stranger,  and  he  wanted  to  disabuse 
mem  of  that  Idea.  He  pointed  out 
that  he  had  lived  here  a  good  many 
ycars~with  occasional  trips  to  Cali- 
fornia, and  at  one  time  ha'd  served 
successfully  as  managing  director  of 
one  of  the  city's  large  business  es- 
tablishments. He  said  the  picture  of 
himelf  appearing  In  the  papers  was 
taken  twenty-five  years  ago  when  he 
was  feeling  pretty  frisky,  but  he 
still  possessed  enough  vigor  and 
energy  to  wake  up  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  he  wondered  at  the  apparent 
confidence  of  the  old  aldermen.  He 
noted  the  fact  that  none  of  them 
wae  on  the  platform  lost  night.

He 
strongly  advocated  the  establishment 
of  a  system  of  technical  education  for 
young  men  and  women,  to  whom  the 
study  of  classics  did  not  naturally  ap- 
peal, and  pointed  out  the  manifold 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  such 
courses. 

Mr.  Best  s  talk  on  "Switzerland,  Its 
Art.  Industry  and  Education"  was  re- 
plete with  Interest  and  ^he  one  hun- 
dred or  more  slides,  so  efficiently  op- 
erated by  Mr.  A.  H.  Maynard  and 
illustrating  the  various  points  of  the 
speaker's  address,  gave  additional 
pleasure  to  the  audience.

WINNIPEG,  Jan.  *. — The  extent  to 
which  Section  5»0  of  the  Criminal 
Code  protects  the  activities  of  mem- 
bers of  trade  union*  waa  defined  In 
the  Court  of  Appeal  by  Chief  Justice 
Perdue  today,  when  Robert  Cassldy. 
K.C..  In  speaking  to  the  Russell  ap- 
peal case,  claimed  that  under  this 
section  no  evidence  concerning  the 
Winnipeg  general  strike  should  be  ad- 
mitted. No  charge  of  conspiracy 
could  be  laid  against  an  individual,  ho 
said,  for  actions  within  the  orbit  of  a 
trade  combination. 

Chief  Justice  Perdue,  in  defining 
the  meaning  of  this  section,  said: 
"The  object  of  Section  6»0  of  the  code 
is  to  protect  trade  unions.  Otherwiso 
they  might  be  charged  with  con- 
spiracy for  inducing  a  man  to  leave 
his  employment.  You  cannot  say  that 
everything  done  Inside  the  doors  of 
their  meeting  place  is  absolutely  pro- 
tected, notwithstanding  there  was  a 
conspiracy  to  commit  a  crime  or  vlo- 
late  a  statute." 

Again,  referring  to  the  same  section, 
Chief  Justice  Perdue  said:  "I  waa  in- 
troduced to  protect  trade  unions.  It 
was  not  introduced  to  make  them 
Immune  from  charges  of  conspiracy 
If  they  were  guilty  of  it." 

Mr.  Cassldy  contended  that  the 
overt  acts  which  had  occurred  during 
the  Btrike  should  have  been  kept  out 
of  the  prosecution  under  this  section 
of  the  code. 

Mr.  Justice  Fullerton:  "In  other 
words,  you  are  arguing  that  Russell 
could  make  speeches  as  seditious  as 
he  pleased  in  a  labor  meeting 
would  not  be  liable  for  prosecution 
for  them." 

Some  discussion  between  the 
learned  Judges  and  Mr.  MoMurray 
took  place  as  to  whether  the  sentence 
passed  upon  Russell  was  two  years  or 
13  years.  Mr.  McMurray  thought  It 
was  solely  due  to  leniency  that  the 
sentence  which  Russell  la  serving  is 
two  years  instead  of  IS  years.  At  any 
rate,  said  Mr.  McMurray,  Russell  had 
to  bear  all  the  stigma  of  the  longer 
sentence. 

Chief  Justice  Perdue  thought  that 
the  Court  of  Appeal  had  the  power 
to  set  aside  the  sentence  passed  upon 
Russell  and  direct  what  penalty 
should  be  Imposed.  For  instance,  in- 
stead of  two  years  on  each  count,  to 
run  concurrently,  a  sentence  of  two 
years  on  the  whole  indictment  could 
be  given.  This  action,  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice thought,  would  not  upset  the 
trial. 

Mr.  Cassldy  jumped  the  fifth  ob- 
ject ioii^  and  commenced  arguing  on 
the  sixth?— *  He  contended  that  Mr. 
Justice  Metcalfe  should  not  have  ad- 
mitted evidence  to  show  that  the 
strike  was  continued  by  the  accused, 
and  should  not  have  ruled  as  inad- 
missible the  evidence  of  a  witness  for 
the  defence  whose  testimony  would 
have  corroborated  Russell's,  to  the 
effect  that  he  did  everything  In  his 
power  to  settle  the  strike  once  it  had 
started. 

Chief  Justice  Perdue  remarked  that 
this  point  had  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  the  result  of  the  trial,  and  ho 
was  surprised  that  the  trial  Judge  had 
permitted  the  point  to  be  included  In 
the  reserved  case.  The  fact  that  the" 
accused  had  repented,  had  undergone 
a  change  Of  heart,  after  the  strike 
had  started,  was  not  of  Importance  so 
far  as.  the  legal  rectitude  of  the  trial 
was  concerned.  Others  of  the  judges, 
however,'  remarked  that  when  Mr. 
Cassldy  said  that  Russell  worked  to 
settle  the  strike  he  (Mr.  Cassldy) 
meant  that  he  endeavored  to  bring 
It  to  a  successful  finish  from  the 
standpoint  of  labor.  This  could  not 
be  taken  as  a  whole-hearted  effort  to 
end  the  strike  from  an  impartial 
viewpoint.  Mr.  Cassidy  did  not  en- 
tirely accept  this  version  of  Mr.  Rus- 
sell's efforts.  He  Bald  that  Russell 
strove  rather  to  bring  the  strike  to  an 
end  by  accommodating  the  various  In- 
terests.

MEXICO  CITY,  Jan.  ».— Seven 
towns  near  Teocelo,  south  of  Jala  pa, 
have  been  overwhelmed  by  the  earth- 
quake, and  a  great  lake  Is  covering" 
their  former  sites,  according  to  a  mes- 
sage received  this  morning  from  Teo- 
celo through  Vera  Cruz.  Thirty-four 
bodies  had  been  recovered  when  the 
message  was  nled  at  Teoceld. 

The  towns  that  were  inundated  are 
Tlatanalan,  Quleimltlan.  Coastaleca, 
Toslgue,  Ixtahuacan.  Choloya  and  San 
Jose  Achllchlca.  Every  house  in  Teo- 
celo haB  been  made  uninhabitable. 

Intense  excitement  and  panic  reign 
among  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities  of 
Cordoba  and  Orizaba,  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state  of  Vera  Cruz,  because 
of  the  opening  of  a  new  crater  of  the 
volcano  of  Orizaba,  15  miles  north- 
ward. The  new  crater  is  emitting 
smoke,  according  to  reports  from  mil- 
itary officials. 

It  is  officially  reported  that  nothing 
untoward  has  been  noticed  at  the 
other  volcanoes  in  Mexico. 

Experts  believe  the  reported  open- 
ing of  a  small  and  supposedly  extinct 
volcano  at  San  Miguel,  and  the  break- 
ing out  of  a  new  crater  on  Mount  Ori- 
zaba* provide  an  explanation  of  the 
earthquake  which  on  Saturday  night 
centered  with  terrific  effect  along  the 
line  between  the  states  of  Vera  Cruz 
and  Puebla.

DECLARES  BRIDGE 

IS  VITAL  NEED 


BANK  CLERKS  IN 

LABOR  UNIONS 

,  

Labor  organizers  have  been  endeav- 
oring for  some  weeks  past  to  form 
unions  <<f  bank  clerks  in  Montreal  and 
Toronto.  The  meetings  have  been  well 
attended,  but  comparatively  few  have 
joined  the  new  organizations.  It  Is  no 
secret  that  during  the  past  two  or 
three  years  bank  employees  have 
shared  the  discontent  which  haR  been 
widespread,  and  trades  unionism,  fol- 
lowing up  its  success  in  the  field  of 
manual  work,  finds  this  an  opportune 
time  to  try  to  strengthen  itself  by 
bringing  In  clerical  workers.  Thus  far 
no  attempt  to  organize  bank  clerks 
has  succeeded,  though  a  considerable 
one  was  made  about  1911.  Because  of 
the  large  amount  of  purely  clerical 
work,  and  the  fact  that  the  different 
stages  are  fairly  standardized,  success 
seems  quite  possible. 

But  when  we  go  back  to  examine 
what  has'caused  th<»  growth  of  trades 
unionism,  certain  differences  between 
factory  work  and  that  of  bank  clerks 
are  apparent.  Trades  unions  arose  as 
the  step  from  the  employed  to  tha  em- 
ploying classes  became  increasingly 
difficult.  This  was  the  result  of  the 
organization  of  industry  on  a  large 
scale;  considerable  capital  was  re- 
quired, coupled  with  skill  and  experi- 
ence in  management,  finance  and  mar- 
keting. The  manual  work,  on  the  other 
hand,  became  simpler  rather  than 
more  difficult,  because  the  factory 
worker  as  a  general  rule  did  not  even 
understand  the  machine  which  he 
operated,  much  lesB  the  wider  condi- 
tions under  which  the  business  was 
conducted.  Formerly,  the  ambitious 
workman  passed  from  the  stage  of  ap- 
prentice to  that  of  journeyman,  and 
from  that  of  journeyman  to  that  of 
master  workman,  with  little  difficulty, 
because  each  stage  trained  hlm'for  the 
next.  The  new  situation  meant  that 
he  would  always  be  an  employee,  and 
in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  all  fac- 
tory workers,  and  more  especially 
those  in  a  single  industry,  had  inter- 
ests in  common,  trades  unions  were 
organized  and  thrived. 

This  condition  is  not  found  In  bank- 
ing, where  there  Is  a  direct  path  of 
promotion  from  the  lowest  to  liis.

from  the  development  of  that  area. 
The  Provincial  Government  will  be 
fortunate  if  it  gets  Its  money  back, 
and  that  amounts  to  $1,000,000,  with- 
out counting  the  Interest. 

To  Aid  Industries 
"The  Reserve  area."  continued  the 
Premier  "Is  eminently  suitable  for 
both  Industrial  sites  and  for  railway 
terminals.  Victoria  should  have  a 
much  greater  interest  In  that  area 
than  the  Provincial  Government.  The 
industrial  sites  on  that  property  have 
been  found  so  superior  to  others 
available  that  $20,000,000  worth  of 
shipbuilding  wlU  have  been  done  by 
the  time  the  programme  Is  com- 
pleted. I  might  add  that  as  soon  as 
these  industrial  sites  are  taken  up 
the  property  so  utilized  Instantly  be- 
comes  taxable  to  the  city.  The  Chol- 
berg  and  Foundation  companies  have 
already  been  taxed,  and  the  Harbor 
Marine  Company  has  tho  same  status. 
The  .taxes  go  to  the  city,  and  the  Gov- 
ernment gets  nothing  until  the  city 
gets  its  taxes." 

The  Premier  pointed  out  that  the 
original  expropriation  of  the  land  for 
the  approach  to  the  bridge  from  the 
city  side  had  been  repudiated  by  the 
Government.  The  original  expropria- 
tion set  a  figure  of  about  $160,000.  He 
undertook  to  say  that  the  final  expro 
prlatlon  would  amount  to  about  $40, 
000,  or  about  one-fourth  the  original 
figure. 

"If  you  get  a  bridge  built  at  a  cost 
of  $420,000  to  the  city,  and  those  are 
the  terms  of  the  by-ln'.v.  T  venture  to 
say  that  you  have  got  a  cheap  piece 
of  work  and  won  worth  -the  price, 
the  Premier  went  on.  "After  forty 
years  of  clamoring  for  this  bridge,  it 
would  be  an  unfortunate  and  incon- 
ceivable turn  of  events  for  the  peo- 
ple how  to  declare  that  this  clamor- 
ing was  not  done  In  earnest,  and  that 
nothing  was  meant  .by  their  Insistent 
appeals  for  the  bridge.;,  Every  city 
council  for  years  has  been  pledged  to 
the  bridge.  When  I  asked  the  Gov- 
ernment to  set  aside  $200,000  for  the 
bridge,  I  did  so  believing  that  the 
people  were  ready  to  back  it  up,  and 
that  the  people  really  wanted  it.  I 
cannot  believe  that  they  will  go  back 
on  what  they  asked  for  at  this  Junc- 
ture. If  the  by-law  fails,  the  plans 
that  took  years  to  formulate  wi 
disarranged  and  nullified 


highest  rank.  Earnings  in  jhe  earlier 
years  of  service  are  lower  than  the 
wages  of  unskilled  labor,  because  the 
later  years  bring  indefinitely  greater 
rewards  in  proportion  to  ability.  The 
same  condition  holds  good  in  the 
clerical  departments  of  other  lines  of 
industry  as  well  as  In  mercantile  and 
financial  Institutions.  Banking  work 
can  also  be  carried  on  to  a  compara- 
tively advanced  age,  and  In  Canada 
pensions  are  provided  for  retired  em- 
ployees. Considering  the  early  age  at 
which  beginners  are  employed,  the 
financial  rewards  compare  well  with 
those  of  other  occupations.  Where  a 
future  Is  assured  by  certainty  of  em- 
ployment, as  in  the  service  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  of  such  large  financial 
Institutions  as  the  Canadian  banks, 
earnings  In  years  of  prosperity  may 
not  be  so  large  as  in  other  lines  of  en- 
deavor, but  over  a  long  period  they 
may  be  as  good  if  not  better. 

It  is  curious  to  see  p  labor  movement 
in  the  banking  field,  because  banks 
are  institutions  for  the  collection  and 
Investment  of  capital.  The  threat  of 
a  tying  up  of  banking  service  because 
of  a  strike  would  also  be  a  novelty  to 
the  public  mind.  Perhaps  It  would 
not  be  an  unmixed  evil,  however,  as 
the  public  is  always  prone  to  under- 
estimate the  usefulness  of  institutions 
which  have  become  such  an  essential 
part  of  everyday  life.  —  Monetary 
Times,  Toronto.

"I  say  this  not  as  a  threat  or  as  an 
attempt  at  coercion,  but  It  would 
not  be  unreasonable  if  the  Legisla- 
k  ttire  refused  to  re-vote  that  appropria- 
tion In  the  event  of  the  by-law  not 
passing.  It  would  not  only  be  un- 
reasonable, but  It  would  be  a  very- 
probable  outcome.

Mr.  H.  C.  Hall,  M.P.P.  for  Victoria, 
declared  that  the  duty  before  those 
who  wapted  to  see  the  by-law  carry 
was  to  get  out  and  work  up  interest 
In  the  issue,  and,,  see,,  that  opposition 
was  broken  by  common-sense  argu- 
ments. He  agreed  with  tho  Premier 
in  the  belief  that  it  might  be  a  case 
of  "now  or  never." 

After  referring  to  the  need  of  pro- 
viding employment  in  Victoria.  Mr. 
Hall  stated  that  the  Reserve  area, 
which  would  naturally  be  opened  up 
to  a  great  extent  by  the  building  of 
the  bridge,  was  the  strategical  centre 
for  the  control  and  location  of  indus- 
tries. He  pointed  out.  too,  that  If  the 
bridge  was  not  built  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  v  ould  be  under  a 
distinct  disadvantage. 

"The  Bonghees  Reserve  area  is  the 
centre  and  the  Johnson  Street  bridge 
the  keystone  of  the  arch  on  which 
the  Industrial  prosperity  of  Victoria 
rests."  declared  Mr.  Hall.  "Those  who 
eay  that  Victoria  Is  not  big  enough  for 
the  bridge  must  recognize  the  logical 
fact  that  Victoria  cannot  grow  unless 
It  has  the  opportunity  for  expansion.

REPORT  THAT  REBELS 

KILLED  AMERICANS 

f*  MEXICO  CITY,  Thursday.  Jan.  9. — 
F.  J.  Roney  and  Earl  Boles,  the  Amer- 
icans who  met  death  In  the  Tamplco 
region  early  this  month,  were  killed 
by  rebels,  and  after  having  disregard- 
ed warnings  from  local  authorities, 
who  advised  them  not  to  venture  into 
lawless  regions  alone,  according  to 
telegrams  from  state  officials  at  Tam- 
plco given  out  by  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment. They  were  shot  by  outlaws  on 
the  seashore  l>etwe,en  camps  belong- 
ing to  the  International  and  Trans- 
Continental  Oil  Companies,  it  is  said. 

Advices  giv.-n  out  here  state  thut 
followers  of  General  Manuel  I'elaez, 
the  outlaw  chief  and  virtually  inde- 
pendent ruler  in  that  district,  had 
'been  e^pffctjng  to.Teceive  munition..

coast.  Certain  bandits,  who  were  rivals 
of  adherents  of  Pelaez  wer«  operating 
near  the  lairoon  of  Tamiahua  and 
learned  of  the  expected  shipment. 
They  lay  in  wait  at  a  point  where  they 
thought  the  munitions  would  be  land- 
ed, and  when  Roney  and  Holes  ap- 
rexl  the  rebels  believed  they  vere 
arms  to  the  Pelaez  forces.

It  was  a  BOaltenderB'  battle  at„the 
Arena  last  night,  and  Fowler  achieved 
the  distinction  of  stopping  each  and 
every  shot  sent  at  him  by  the  fast 
Seattle  hockey  squad,  while  Happy 
Holmes  had  to  admit  the  passage  of 
the  puck  twice  into  his  net  after 
three  periods  of  a  game  in  which,  un- 
til the  final  period,  no  one  could  say 
that  either  team  had  the  edge. 
Holmes'*  bulk  made  the  net  look 
mighty  small  from  the  Victoria  end, 
but  Fowler  evened  things  up  and 
then  some  by  his  greater  activity. 

If  the  hockey  was  somewhat 
ragged,  rough  and  uninteresting  In 
the  first  period,  it  brightened  up  con- 
siderably in.  .the  second,  when  eaoh 
team  was  trying  Its  hardest  to  be  the 
first  to  send  in  a  counter,  and  in  the 
third  period  the  Victoria  men  un- 
corked a  burst  of  speed  which  was 
irresistible  and  gave  them  their  clear- 
cut  victory  of  two  goals  to  nothing. 

With  two  goals  only  scored  in  a 
game  between  two  teams  which  have 
brought  combination,  play  down  to  a 
fine  point,  it  may  be  judged  by  any 
hockey  fan  who  wan  not  fortunate 
enough  to  see  the  gsyme  that  it  was 
real  hockey  which  was  being  pla.vsd 
both  in  the  attack  and  defence  of  both 
sides,  and  the  cheers  which  went  up 
when  Dubbie  Kerr  brought  the  long 
spell  of  scoreless  play  to  an  end  by 
taking  Oatman's  pass  and  banging  the 
puck  past  Happy  Holmes'  pads  could 
almost  have  been  heard  in  the  down- 
town sections  of  the  city;  but  ttye 
roar  which  arose  when  the-  same  two 
players  repeated  the  play  leas  than 
half  a  minute  afterwards,  with  every 
fan  in  the  house  on  his  or  her  toes, 
was  an  even  louder  one,  and  had  in  it 
a  distinct  note  of  triumph,  as  the 
thousands  of  Victoria  supporters 
realized  that,  barring  accidents,  the 
home  team  had  cinched  the  game  and 
at  the  same  time  bolstered  up  their 
position  at  the  head  of  the  league 
standing. 

_An  Even  Struggle 
Until  the  final  period  it  was  an  up- 
and-down  struggle  all  the  way,  both 
forward  lines  . showing  about  equal 
speed  and  combination,  the  weakest 
link  of  either  being  the  left  wing 
position.  Tobin.  who  played  this  posi- 
tion for  the  visitors,  is  not  yet  in  best 
form,  and  showed  his  last  season1* 
fault  of  slowing  up  before  shooting. 
On  the  Victoria  side  Meeking;  has  not 
yet  rounded  into  equal  form  to  that 
of  his  team  mates,  Dunderdale  and 
Oatman,  and  could  not  have  stood  the 
pace  of  a  whole  game.  Kerr,  who  re- 
lieved him  at  intervals,  showed  some 
good  bursts,  and  had  the  honor  of 
netting,  the  only  two  counters  of  the 
game,  for  which  Oatman,  who  earned 
the  assist  in  each  case,  deserved  the 
bulk  of  the  credit. 

Walker  and  Foyston  were  the  picK 
of  the  Seattle  crew,  each  doing  some 
beautiful  wuik,  and  there  was  little 
to  choose  between  the  defence  on 
each  side,  though  "Moose"  Johnson 
deserves  special  mention  for  his 
cleverness  in  breaking  up  attack  after 
attack  and  also  a  number  of  fine 
rushes  down  ^ihe  ice,,  for  several  of 
which  he  was  somewhat  unlucky  in 
not  getting  into  the  individual  scoring 
record. 

Dunderdale  was  playing  his  usual 
fine  game  of  the  season,  but  was  off 
In  his  shootinK.  most  of  his  shots  be- 
ing lofted  over  the  net.  Wllf  Loughlln 
gave  .another  fine  exhibition  of  stick- 
handling,  and  had  the  Seattle  men 
guessing  on  numerous  occasions,  but 
should  beware  of  a  tendency  rather 
common  among  rovers  of  hanging  on 
to  the  puck  when  he  should  pass. 
First  Period  Ragged 

The  first  period  was  not  hockey  of 
the  class  that  ffwiH  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  this  season,  the  play  being 
rather  on  the  ragged  edge  and  marred 
by  several  instances  of  deliberate 
rough  play,  which  rightly  drew  pen- 
alties. Oatman  had  to  leave  the  ice 
in  this  period  following  a  clash  with 

boards.  He  was  too  badly  hurt  to 
continue  until  after  the  first  interval, 
but  came  back  strong  and  was  the 
pivot  of  most  of  the  Victoria  attacks. 

After  the  benching  of  two  or  three 
of  the  players  for  dirty  work,  the  play 
seemed  to  become  even  more  ragged, 
and  long  shots  were  the  order  of  the 
day,  with  the  combination  suffering. 

After  the  first  interval,  Victoria 
speedily  took  the  aggressive,  and 
shots  were  being  rained  in  on  Holmes 
from  all  angles.  Narrow  shaves  at 
each  end  were  so  numerous  that  it 
Would  be  Impossible  to  pick  out  each 
individual  attempt  which  narrowly 
missed  being  successful,  and,  with 
both  goaltenders  at  the  top  of  their 
form,  it  looked  as  though  the  teams 
might  well  go  the  full  three  periods 
without  any  tally  being  chalked  up. 
The  closest  shave,  however,  that  Vic- 
toria had  was  when  Foyston  got  the 
puck  within  inches  of  the  net,  with 
Fowler  full  length  on  the  ice,  and  the 
latter  pushed  it  out  with  his  hands. 

In  the  third  period  Victoria  uncorked 
all  they  had  In  the  way  of  speed  and. 
althoiiKh  Fowler  had  plenty  to  do. 
Holmes  had  the  most  work  In  this 
period,  while  every  time  the  Aristocrats 
got  within  shooting  distance  they 
found  themselves  opposed  by .  at  least 
five  Metropolitans  blocking  the  ice  in 
front  of  the  net.  Time  and  again  it 
looked  as  though  the  home  team  was 
going  to  bre.ik  through,  but  every  time 
they  got  near  there  was  a  sol  Id  de- 
fence blocking  them;  Dunderda»o  tried 
to  find  the  net  from  long  range  a  num- 
ber of  times  but  most  of  his  shots  were 
going  high.

SHAMROCK'S  CHANGES 
INTEREST  YACHTSMEN 

Considerable  Alterations  Re- 
ported to  Be  Contemplated 
in  Hull  and  Rigging  of  Chal- 
lenger for  America's  Cup, 


NEW'  YORK,  Jan.  9. — The  report  that 
the  Shamrock  IV.  Is  to  have  between 
four  and  -five  feet  sliced  oft  her  keel  to 
increase  her  speed  In  going  into  stays  in 
windward  wort  ),„.,  roused  Intense  in- 
terest In  yachting  circles  In  this  coun- 
try.: .  It  is  rsgaiued  as  the  forerunner 
of  other  important  changes  to  be-  made 
in  the  boat  with  which  Sir  Thomas 
Llpton  hopes  to  lift  tho  coveted  America 
Cup  in  the  series  of  races  next  Summer, 
providing,  of  course,  the  cup  committee 
of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club  accepts 
the  challenge  of  the  Royal  Ulster  Yacht 
Club. 

With  its  long  tinder-water  body,  the 
Shamrock,  naturally,  offered  great  re- 
sistance in  throwing  from  one  tack  to 
another,  and  this  materially  lessened 
the  speed  of  the  craft.  With  this  resist- 
ance minimized  to  a  pronounced  degree 
by  the  proposed  alterations  to  her  keel, 
the  challenger  will  become  a  far  rfrorn 
threatening  figure.  With  »her  well 
known  qualities  f0r  speed  In  sailing  off 
the  wind  and  In  running  and  reaching, 
and  her  general  all-around  speed  about 
to  be  enhanced  by  this  shortening  opera- 
tion, it  Is  small  wonder  that  yachting 
Interests  here  are  giving  deep  considera- 
tion to  the  possibilities  Involved. 
BmoIvss  Xa  Speedy 

It  has  been  generally  admitted  that 
in  running  before  the  breeze  or  with 
the  wind  abeam  the  Shamrock  IV.  might 
have  a  decided  edge  on  the  Resolute, 
most  prominently  mentioned  as  the  boat 
to  W  selected  to  defend  the  trophy,  but 
it  has  been  believed  that  the  speed  of 
the  Resolute  In  stays,  having  gone  from 
full  to  full  in  the  almost  unbelievable 
time  of  thirteen  seconds,  might  discount 
any  other  advantage  the  Shamrock 
might  have,  providing,  of  course,  the 
sailing  conditions  demanded  much 
tacking. 

In  spite  of  this  change,  however,  the 
opinion  appears  to  prevail  that  the 
Shamrock  can  never  stay  as  quickly  as 
the  Resolute,  even  though  she  may 
possess  other  racing  qualities  equal  or 
superior  to  those  of  the  American  sloop. 
It  is  understood,  however,  that  other 
equally  drastic  changes  are  to  be  made 
In  the  British  boat,  and  conjecture  is 
rife  concerning  the  later  modifications. 


As  the  Shamrock  appeared  In  19M, 
when  she  arrived  in  this  country  for 
the  proposed  races  of  that  year,  post- 
poned because  of  the  war.  her  big  rig. 
spar  lengths,  and  other  features  would 
have  demanded  that  she  concede  approx- 
imately eight  minutes'  handicap  to  the 
Resolute  in  a  thirty-mils  race.  Thle  is 
a  very  considerable  handicap,  and  it  may 
be  that  Sir  Thomas  has  determined  to 
change  his  yacht  as  much  as  poasible, 
partly  with  a  view  to  a  material  de- 
crease in  the  allowance  to  be  given  the 
defender.  Thia.  of  course.  Is  merely  a 
surmise,  but  If  Is  one  of  the  conjectures 
that  is  being  whispered  hers  and  there 
among  groups  that  have  especially  deep 
Interest  in  the  big  international  event 

Those  who  might  know  with  some  le- 
gree  of  definltenesa  Just  what  the  Inten- 
tions of  the  Irish  sportsman  are, 
naturally  are  secretive  and  loath  to 
enter  Into  any  discussions  regarding  the 
Shamrock  IV.  or  the  prospective  aeries 
of  races  next  Summer.  However,  this 
report  concerning  alterations  to  the  keel 
of  the  boat  has  served  to  create  re- 
newed Interest  In  the  event,  and  for  a 
•o-oalled  off-season  there  is  more  yacht- 
ing being  discussed  in  the  sport's  Inner 
circles  than  In  many  bleak  Winters.

The  monthly  meeting  of  Ward  One 
Conservative  Association  was  held  In 
the  rooms  of  the  Association  on  Wed- 
nesday evening.  The  chairman  of  the 
ward.  Mr.  W.  H.  Price,  presided,  and 
after  the  usual  business  of  the  ward 
was  completed,  several  matters  af- 
fecting the  public  Interest  were  dis- 
cussed. 

During  the  evening  the  question  of 
the  construction  of  Johnson  Street 
l»ridge  was  discussed,  and  Mr.  G.  A. 
Okell  referred  to  the  immediate 
necessity  of  the  work  being  started. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  congestion  of 
truffle  on  Point  Elllce  bridge  made  it 
positively  I  dangerous,  and  that  with 
the  opening  up  of  the  C.N.R.  new 
freight  depot  on  the  Indian  Reserve, 
and  the  construction  of  the  new  dock, 
would  compel  the  city  either  to  en- 
large Point  Elllce  bridge  or  build  an- 
other one.  -He  stated  there  are  112 
acres  of  land  that  would  be  brought 
Into  use .  for  factory  sites,  which  as 
soon  as  occupied  would  make  the 
property  taxable.  The  speaker  ex- 
pressed his  regrets  that  an  agreement 
h:id  not  been  arrived  at  earlier,  as  the 
cost  would  huve  been  much  less,  but 
industries  and  a  larger  population 
were  essential  to  the  success  of  the 
city. 

Johnson  Strct  Bridge 
Mr.  Okell  moved  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  F- 
Popham,  and  carried: 

"That  whereas  there  Is  a  tract  of 
land  on  the  Songhees  Reserve  of  11- 
acres  from  which  at  present  there  are 
no  taxes  being  received  by  the  city, 
and  which  land  Is  available  for  in- 
dustries; 

"And  wnereaa  the  building  of  the 
Johnson  Street  bridge  would  make 
this  land  accessible  for  factories; 

"And  whereas  the  moment  the  land 
Is  occupied  and  used  it  will  be  revenue 
producing  tp  the  city; 

"And  whereas  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment have  agreed  to  pave  and 
grade  Johnson  Street  through  the  re- 
serve, free  of  cost  to  the  clly; 

"Be  It  resolved  that  we  endorse  and 
support  the  construction  of  the*  John- 
son Street  bridge,  believing  that  it  is 
essential  to  the  needs  of  the  city,  and 
that  the  Council  be  requested  to  look 
Into  the  feasibility  of  building  the  ap- 
proaches to  the  bridge  of  reinforced 
concrete,  and  the  centre  span  of  steel, 
as  a  bridge  built  with  these  materials 
would  mean  the  employment  of  a 
number  of  our  own  citizens,  and  that 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  money 
required  would  be  spent  at  home,  and 
further,  that  the  life  of  concrete  Is 
greater  than  steel,  and  the  upkeep 
less." 

Mothers'  Pensions 
Mrs.  Francis  Walkei  referred  to  the 
movement  to  secure  for  dependent 
mothers  pensions  which  would  enable 
them  to  exist  without  suffering  the 
anxiety  entailed  In  bringing  up  a 
family.  She  expressed  her  pleasure 
at  learning  that  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment intended  to  bring  in  an  Act 
making  provision  for  pensions,  and 
requested  the  Association  to  place  on 
record  their  approval  and  support  of 
the  movemchj.^.-Several  ladles  and 
gentlemen  supported  the  resolution, 
which  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Walker  and 
seconded  by  Mrs.  K.  Logan,  and  car- 
ried unanimously,  as  follows: 

"That  this  meeting  endorses  the 
movement  which  has  for  Its  purpose 
the  providing  of  pensions  for  depen- 
dent mothers,  and  learns  with  deep 
satisfaction  that  legislation  will  be 
brought  down  at  the  coming  session 
of  the  Provincial  Parliament  that  will 
make  provision  for  this  purpose." 

The  question  of  the  great  increase 
in  the  price  of  coal  was  discussed,  and 
Mr.  W.  Armstrong  moved,  and  Mr.  J. 
K.  Angus  seconded  the  following 
resolution,  which  passed  unalmously: 
"Whereas  the  present  price  of  coal 
to  the  consumer  is  out  of  all  propor- 
tion to  Increase  In  the  raise  of  miners' 
wages  and  other  material; 

"And  whereas  there  is  an  impres- 
sion that  considerable  profits  are 
being  made  from  coal; 

•  Be  it  resolved  that  this  meeting  re- 
quests the  Minister  of  Mines  to  ap- 
point a  Commission  to  investigate  the 
cost  of  coal  production  and  distribu- 
tion, so  as  to  determine  whether  ex- 
cessive profits  are  being  exacted  from 
consumers." 

The  Sugar  Situation 
Considerable  discussion  took  place 
on  the  present  sugar  situation,  the 
general  opinion  of  those  present  .being 
that  the  Dominion  Board  of  Com- 
merce had  not  used  Its  powers  to 
regulate  the  distribution  of  sugar 
throughout  Canada  wisely.  The  ques- 
tion of  Canada  being  able  to  provide 
its  own  citizens  with  home  grown  beet 
sugar  was  keenly  debated.  It  being 
pointed  out  by  some  of  the  speakers 
that  employment  could  be  found  for 
thousands  of  soldiers  if  the  growing 
of  beets  for  sugar  purposes  was  en- 
couraged, either  by  honuslng  the 
growing  of  beets  or  the  nationalizing 
of  the  sugar  Industry.  The  follow- 
ing resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  W. 
H.  Price  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Mc- 
Graw:  . 

"That  whereas  it  has  been  proved 
that  sugar  beets  can  be  grown  suc- 
cessfully throughout  this  Province, 
and  would  provide  profitable  employ- 
ment for  Urge  numbers  of  our  citizens 
and  give  ample  returns  to  the  pro- 
ducer; 

"And  whereas  we  are  at  present  de- 
pendable on  foreign  countries  for  our 
supply  of  raw  sugar,  on  which  heavy 
freight  charges  are  levied: 

"And  whereas  the  freight  charges 
are  now  in  a  large  measure  respon- 
sible for  the  high  cost  of  sugar; 

"Be  It  resolved  that  the  Dominion 
Government.  In  conjunction  with  the 
Provincial  Government  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, be  petitioned  to  encourage 
and  subsidize  the  manufacture  of  beet 
sugar  throughout  Canada,  and  thus 
make  the  people  of  Canada  indepen- 
dent of  foreign  supply,  and  believing 
that  the  manufacture  of  beet  sugar 
would  give  employment  to  thousands 
of  our  citizens,  and  require  the  pro- 
duct of  a  million  acres  of  the  lands  of 
the  Dominion." 

During  the  evening  an  interesting 
ceremony  took  place,  the  chairman. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Price.  •T'lng  presented  with 
a  framed  Illuminated  address  express- 
ing the  confidence  of  his  ward  In  him. 
and  on  which  was  engrossed  the  reso- 
lution passed  at  the  previous  meeting. 

The  social  committee  have  ar- 
ranged to  hold  a  serlae  of  entertain- 
ments and  lectures,  to  which  all  the 
residents  of  Ward  One  will  be  In- 
vited.

Lord 
Hoberts,  gave  his  best  efforts  to  the 
task  of  rousing  his  countrymen  to  their 
danger.    In  their  rage  at  his  clear,  de- 
cisive statement  they  turned  upon  hlro. 
The  popular  description  of  man  as  a 
reasoning  animal  would  seem  to  be  in- 
clined  toward   optimism.     Still,  as  id 
the  Homeric  age,  we  cringe  before  the 
soothsayer  and  abominate  Cassandra.

A  man  sitting  at  a  desk  all  day  al- 
lowa  hla  shoulders  to  droop  forward 
and  his  chest  to  contract;  in  this  po- 
sition he  is  bound  to  take  very  short 
breaths  and  never  allows  a  deep  In- 
spiration to  All  his  lungs. 


In  the  building  of  trawlers  to  form 
the   beginning   of   a  fishing  fleet? 
These    trawlers    could    be   built  and 
kept  In  repair  In  Victoria,  thus  giv- 
ing- employment  to  many  people.  The 
city  might  do  its  share  by  investing 
In  a  municipally  owned  cold  storage 
and  curing  plant  which  could  take 
care  of  all  the  fish  that  could  not 
be  used  or  exported  at  once.  The 
crews  of  these  trawlers  would  form 
excellent    material    for   a   naval  re- 
serve, which  will  become  a  necessity 
If  Canada  is  to   take  her  share  in 
the  naval  defence  of  the  Empire. 
Fishing  on   the   Pacific   Cooast  has 
practically  passed  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  white  race,  and  it  is  only  by 
some  system  of  Government  and  mu- 
nicipal co-operation  that  it  can  be 
won  back.     Think,  what  a  boon  it 
would  be  to  Victoria  to  have*  In  a 
few  years'  time,  from  fifty  to  a.  hun- 
dred  trawlers  landing  their  catches 
here,  giving  employment  to  many  and 
cheap  food  to  more.    Those  familiar 
with  the  development  of  Yarmouth, 
Grimsby  and  Aberdeen  on  the  east 
coast  of  Britain  as  a  result  of  the 
finning  industry,  cannot  fail  to  realise 
our  opportunities  here,  but  we  must 
combine  and  go  after    them.  The 
waters  around  Victoria  are  practically 
the  first  to  be  visited  by  shoals  of 
herring  and   other     fish,   and  why 
Hhould  we  let  such  wealth  pass  by 
us   without  any  '  effort   being  made 
to  reap  the  benefits  which  could  be 
derived  from  our  unique  position? 
The  first  steps  should  be  taken  by 
the  city  to  instal  an  up-to-date  cold 
storage    plant   to   take    care   of  the 
fish,   located  at  a  convenient  point 
for     transportation     facilities.  We 
could  then  appeal  to  the  Government 
with  more  confidence  for  their  as- 
sistance and  co-operation  to  do  their 
part  in  providing  permanent  employ- 
ment to  a  lot  of  returned  men,  as 
outlined  above.    I  hope  these  views 
will   not   conflict   with   the   big  In- 
terests; but  let  us  all  unite  and  pull 
together  to  obtain  more  and  cheaper 
food  for  our  people.

In  consequence  of  this  the  biooa. 
which  is  not  properly  oxygenated,  be- 
comes sluggish  and  the  heart  Is  i- 
der-fed;  this,  combined  with  the  un- 
accustomed expansion  of  the  lungs,  ac- 
counts for  the  shortness  of  breath 
following  upon  sudden  exertion.

At  night  the  sleeper  lies  fully  ex 
tended  while  he  slowly  inhales  and 
exhales  long,  deep  breaths  which  part- 
ly clear  from  his  lungs  the  products 
of  the  smoke  he  has  inhaled  during 
the  daytime.  These  waste  products 
are  thrown  off  through  the  mouth. 
The  result  is  a  bad  taste  and  a  nasty 
headache  when  the  early  morning  tea 
arrives.

Furs,  clothes,  cigars 
and  jewels  to  the  value  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  pounds   have  been 
stolen  during  the  present  year,  and 
they  have  been  sold  again  at  prac 
tlcally  their  full  market  value.  Re- 
ceivers— the  people  to  whom  thieves 
dispose  of  their  booty— willingly  pay 
high  prices  for  all  kinds  of  wearing 
apparel  because,  although  vast  quan 
titles  have  been   recovered  by  the 
police,  the  risk  of  detection  la  com 
paratlvely  small  and  there  is  always 
a  generous  return  on  the  money  ex 
pended. 

"Motor  cars,  of  which  many  hun- 
dreds have  disappeared,  have  also  a 
ready  sale,  but  there  Is  a  greater 
danger  In  dealing  with  them,  and 
consequently  the  thieves  themselves 
get  only  about  a  tenth  of  the  actual 
value."

Never  was  there  a  more  convincing 
proof  of  the  recently  discovered  fact 
that  the  cells  of  the  body  do  not  die 
when  the  body  dies,  but  live  on,  how 
long  no  one  yet'  knows,  than  that 
contained  In  an  article  by  Dr.  Albert 
H.  Ebellng.  of  the  Rookefeller  Insti- 
tute for  Medical  Research,  In  The 
Journal  of  Experimental  Medicine,  in 
this  article  Dr.  Ebellng  describes  his 
experiences  with  a  piece  of  the  heart 
of  an  unhatched  chicken.  This  was 
cut  out  by  Dr.  Alexis  Carrel  on  Jan- 
uary 17,  1912.  Today  It  is  still  alive 
Needless,  to  aay.  the  embryo  chick 
from  which  It  was  cut  has  turned  to 
dust  long  ago.  The  fragment  Is  a  bit 
of  connective  tissue.  Not  only  is  it 
alive,  but  It  hna  been  growing  all 
theae  seven  years.  The  old  cells  have 
been  forming  new  ones,  taking  the 
material  for  this  purpose  from  the 
medium  In  which  they  have  been 
kept.  This  medium  is  a  clot  formed 
by  mixing  the  blood  plasma  of  adult 
chickens  with  an  extract  of  chick  em- 
byro  In  equal  parts.  The  latter  Is 
obtained  by  washing  seven  or  eight- 
day  old  embryos  In  Ringer's  solution, 
chopping  them  up  fine,  centrlfuglng 
for  ten  minutes  and  drawing  off  the 
super-natant  fluid. 

The  fragments  of  heart  are  kept  In 
glasses  filled  with  this  fluid  and  care 
fully  covered.  They  are  left  undls 
turned  for  forty-eight  hours  and  then 
a  fragment  Is  transferred  to  a  black 
glass,  In  which  It  Is  cut  with  a  catar- 
act knife  into  two  or  three  pieces  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible.  Each  of 
these  pieces  Is  washed  In  Ringer's 
solution  and  placed  In  a  glass  with 
fresh  medium,  there  to  grow  undis- 
turbed for  another  forty-eight  hours, 
when  they  are  ready  for  examination. 

This  process  has  been  repeated 
1.390  times,  and  the  latest  strains  are 
still  growing — in  fact,  they  are  grow- 
ing more  rapidly  than  when  first  the 
piece  was  taken.  During  the  first 
year  the  growth  wis  slow  and  Irreg- 
ular. When  the  strain  was  twenty- 
eight  months  old  the  fragments  of 
tissue  which  showed  the  maximum 
speed  in  growth  increased  fifteen 
times  their  area  In  forty-eight  hours. 
The  seven-year-old  strain  may  some- 
times become  forty  times  larger  than 
the  original  fragments  in  forty-eight 
hours.  This  is  probably  due  to  the 
fact  that  as  time  w»nt  on  the  doctors 
have  Improved  the  medium  and  are 
now  using  one  that  exactly  suits  the 
connective  tissue  of  the  heart. 

The  speed  of  growth  can  be 
watched  under  the  microscope,  and 
Dr.  Ebeling's  article  Is  accompanied 
by  some  splendid  photographic  en- 
largements. One  of  these  shows  a 
piece  of  the  tissue  magnified  240 
times,  photographed  on  April  2t. 
ltlt.  after  forty-eight  hours' growth. 
It  shown  a  mass  of  living  cells  of 
connective  tissue,  each  with  its  nu- 
showlng  as  a  dark  spot. 


A  paper  was  read  before  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries  at  Burlington  House. 
London,  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Hall.  F.B.A.. 
of  the  Department  of  Egyptian  and 
Assyrian  Antiquities  ot  the  British 
Museum,  describing  the  results  of  the 
excavations  carried  on  by  him  for 
the  trustees  of  the  museum  during 
the  Spring  of  this  year. 

The    excavations    undertaken  by 
Capt.  Campbell     Thomson     at  Abu 
Shahraln   (the  ancient  Brldu)  were 
continued  by  Mr.  Hall,  who  found 
many  more  relics  of  the  primitive 
Chalcollthlc  culture  then  first  brought 
to  notice.     Mr.  Hall  also  discovered 
another  prehistoric  site  some  10  miles 
north   of  Shahraln  and  four  miles 
west  of  Tell  el-Muqayyar  (Ur  of  the 
Chaldees),   now    a     desert  mound 
named  Tell  el-Ma'abed  ("The  Hill  of 
the  Place  of  Worship"),  vulgarly  cor- 
rupted  to  Tel  el-'Obeld,  by  whclh 
name  It  probably  will  be  known,  since 
the  neighboring  railway  station  has 
adopted  this  form.     The  most  im- 
portant discovery  at  'Obeld  was  of 
relics  of  the  early  Sumerlan  age  of 
Ur-Nina,  when  the  patesls  or  rulers 
of  the  city  of  Lagash  (the  modern 
Telloh)  ruled  over  the  cities  of  the 
plain.    On' the  low  mound  of  'Obeld 
one  of  these  early  princes  (about  3000 
B.C.)  erected  a  small  building  of  re- 
ligious  intent.     constructed     of  the 
primitive  "plano-convex"  bricks  which 
are  always  In   Babylonia  the  mark 
of  extreme  antiquity.    A  king  of  Ur 
(about  2400  B.C.)   seems     to  have 
thrown  down  the  monuments  of  his 
Lagashlte   predecessors,   and  heaped 
them   together  at   one   end   of  the 
building,  where  Mr.  Hall  found  them. 

Among  these  relics  of  the  earliest 
age  of  Euphratean  history  are  some 
extremely  Interesting  life-size  heads  of 
Hons  and  panthers  and  small  figures 
of  bulls,  made  of  pure  copper  either 
cast  or  repousse  on  bitumen  with  a 
clay  core.  The  Hons  have  eyes, 
tongues  and  teeth  of  red,  white  and 
black  stone.  There  are  also  remains 
of  a  great  relier  of  copper.  8  feet  long 
by  4  feet  high,  representing  Imglg,  a 
lion- headed  eagle,  the  cognizance  of 
Lagash,  grasping  two  stags  by  their 
tails.  Unhappily  not  only  this  relief, 
but  all  the  rest  of  these  copper  ob- 
jects are  in  the  most  delicate  and  fra- 
gile condition.  A  touch  is  sufficient 
almost  to  send  the  highly  oxidised 
copper  to  dust.  Another  interesting 
find  here  was  of  clay  pillars  on  which 
were  tesselated  designs  In  triangles 
and  squares  of  red  and  black  stone 
and  of  mother-of-pearl  set  In  bitu- 
men, to  which  the  tesserae  were  fas- 
tened by  copper  wire  through  a  V- 
shaped  perforation.  An  archaic  In- 
scription on  a  figure  of  "Ur-Nlna" 
style  dates  the  whole  find. 

At  Ur  Itself  systematic  excavation 
was  begun  of  buildings  immediately 
south  of  the  siggurrat.  or  temple- 
tower,  which  is  so  well  known  to  ail 
of  the  Mesopotamlan  field  force  who 
have  served  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Nasirlyah.  This*  resolved  Itself  pri- 
marily into  a  well-built  house,  appar- 
ently erected  by  Ur-Engur,  of  the 
First  Dynasty  of  Ur,  about  2400  B.C. 
This  building,  which  was  at  least  100 
feet  square,  appears  to  have  been 
destroyed  In  the  Flaratte  Invasion  of 
2285  B.C.,  and  remained  desolate  till, 
in  the  seventh  century  B.C.,  or  there- 
abouts, it  was  reoccupled  by  priestly 
families,  traces  of  whose  presence  are 
shown  in  the  badly  rebuilt  walls, 
wash-places,  sinks,  and  bread-ovens, 
pottery  of  domestic  use.  and  a  num- 
ber of  cuneiform  tableta  containing 
the  accounts  and  business  documents 
of  the  priests  from  the  reign  of 
Ashurbanlpal  (650  B.C.)  to  that  of 
Xerxes  (485  B.C.). 

Another  discovery  waa  that  of  the 
great  outer  wall  of  the  temple,  built 
of  crude  brick.  38  feet  thick,  with 
chambers  In  the  thickness  of  the  wall. 
Beneath  this  were  found  prehistoric 
objects  like  thoae  from  Shahraln  and 
Tell  'Obeld. 

The  extenaive  mounds  of  Ur  are 
covered  with  late  burlala  In  pottery 
coffins,  which  are  usually  found  placed 
haphazard  among  the  older  street 
ruins  of  the  ancient  town.  Many  of 
those  graves  were  excavated,  and 
yielded  the  usual  oottery  and  funer- 
ary furniture  of  the  sixth  to  fourth 
centuries  B.C.  The  skeletons  in  every 
case  were  in  the  contracted  position. 
It  was  rarely  possible  to  preserve  the 
bones,  which  mostly  collapsed  and  fell 
to  dust  Immediately,  as  the  climate  of 
Mesopotamia  is  not  so,  favorable  to 
archaeology  as  that  of  Egypt  or  of 
Turkestan. 

Mr.  Hall  alluded  to  the  existence  of 
other  sites.  Including  that  of  a  Ro- 
man fortress,  now  called  El-Quselr. 


BELIEF  IN  WITCHES 
NOT  DEAD  IN  WORLD 


Superstitious  People  of  Eng- 
lish Fen  Country  Boycotted 
Aged  Woman  —  Curious 
Facts  From  Other  Countries 


Prussian  Minister  at  Vatican 


We  constantly  hear  It  said  that 
"this  is  the  twentieth,  century;  sup- 
erstition and  all  that  sort  of  thing 
died  out  long  ago."  Yet  there  is 
hardly  a  person  in  the  country  with- 
out his  pet  belief — that  misfortune 
follows  stooping  over  a  baby  or  spill- 
ing salt,  or  that  a  black  cat  brings 
good  luck,  for  example.  Hence,  too, 
the  'universal  practice  of  wearing 
masoota  "for  luck." 

These  however,  are  not,  very  aerl- 
oua  beliefs,  being  merely  personal 
fads.  Superstition  of  a'  deeper  rooted 
and  more  unpleasant  type  is  still 
common  In  the  more  backward  rural 
areas,  however.  Only  a  few  weeks 
ago  an  old  dame  in  the  Fen  country 
was  boycotted  by  the  whole  country- 
side because  she  had  the  reputation 
of  being  a  witch  and  of  throwing 
spells  over  people's  children,  stock 
and  crops.  No  one  would  go  near 
her  or  let  her  have  food  or  clothing, 
and  she  nearly  starved  to  death. 

The  cold  legal  atmosphere  of  the 
courts  would  be  thought  unfavorable 
to  belief  in  witchcraft,  and  yet 
farmer — by  no  means  an  ignorant 
man — stood  up  the  other  day  in  Nor- 
folk court  and  'informed  the  bench 
that  someone  had  bewitched  his 
cows.  He  cured  the  evil  spell  by 
thrusting  a  red-hot  poker  into  hie 
churn,  when  the  evil  spirit  vanished 
in  a  bright  flame. 

Tears  ago  any  old  crone  who  waa 
cross   grained    with     the  neighbors 
stood  a.  good  chance  of  being  tried 
(and    burnt)      for     witchcraft,  and 
re  even  known  where  animals 
were    solemnly    brought    Into  court 
and  tried  on  a  similar  charge. 
Rooster  Burnt  at  'stake 
A  tough  old  cock  at  Basle.  Switzer- 
land, was  accused  of  laying  eggs — a 
most  serious  offense,   as  such  eggs 
were  used  only  for  making  witches' 
ointment.   The     unhappy   bird  was 
haled  before  the  Justice,  and  one  of 
the  eggs  produced  as  proof  of  guilt. 
In   the   face   of   such    evidence  the 
rooster's  case  was  hopeless.  He  was 
convicted  and  he  and  his  miraculous 
egga  solemnly  burnt  at  the  stake  In 
the  town  square. 

A  sow  and  six  young  pigs  were  ac- 
cused of  witchcraft  towards  a  child, 
and  were  bVought,  protesting  loudly, 
before  the  "beak."  Amid  great  sen- 
sation, the  sow  was  found  guilty  and 
publicly  executed,  but  the  porkers 
were  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  ex- 
treme youth.  As  late  as  1740.  a  cow 
was  accused  of  possessing  a  "devil." 
and,  after  a  long  hearing,  was  found 
guilty  and  condemned  to  death.  "Rats 
and  mice  and  strc!r*small  deer"  have 
been  summoned  on  numerous  occa- 
sions but  almost  Invariably  failed  to 
put  In  an  appearance  In  court. 
Animals  Suspected 
In  the  fifteenth  century,  the  peas- 
ants of  a  village  In  the  south  of  France 
ants  of  a  village  in  the  south  of 
France  took  legal  proceedings  against 
a  plague  of  locusts  which  trespassed 
on  their  fields  and  devoured  their 
crops.  As  the  case  was  still  being 
fought  nearly  half  a  century  later,  the 
modern  gardener  can  sympathize  with 
the  unlucky  plaintiffs,  but  would 
probably  prefer  tho  more  up-to-date 
application  of  lime  or  mustard. 

Another  action  was  brought  against 
a  pest  of  leeches  swarming  In  the^ 
ponds  and  streams  of  another  coun- 
try district  of  France.  The  Judge 
issued  a  decree  against  the  leeches 
trespassing  further  on  the  disputed 
territories,  but  history  Is  silent  aa  to 
whether  the  injunction  was  obeyed  or 
Ignored,  with  resultant  punishment  for 
contempt  of  court. 

Animals  have  even  been  admitted 
as  witnesses  in  the  courts.  It  used  to 
be  considered  no  offence  to  kill  a 
burglar  trying  to  break  into  a  house. 
There  arose  the  difficulty  that  one 
man  living  alone  might  ask  another 
to  his  house,  and  then  murder  him, 
pretending  that  he  was  a  robber.1"  To 
get  over  this.  It  was  decided  that  any 
domestic  animal,  such  as  a  cat  or  a 
dog.  prssent  at  the  time  might  bear 
witness.  If  the  animal  on  belnu  ques- 
|  tloned.  satisfied  the  court  that  his  mas- 
ter had  acted  In  good  faith,  the  kill- 
ing was  held  to  be  Justified.  There 
are  not  many  Instanced  of  actfulttal.

The  removal  of  control  was  pressed 
for  before  last  March  on  the  ground 
that  private  enterprise  weuld  bring  In 
much  cheaper  bacon  for  the  public. 
Reductions  of  4d  to  Is  per  lb.  were 
prophesied,  and  the  gloomiest  pictures 
of  the  Food  Ministry's  losses  were 
painted.  The  same  methods  of  propa-  ; 
gand*  are  at  work  today  because  the 
gresf  Interests  concerned  object  to  tho 
restriction  of  their  profits  and  the  check 
to  speculation. 

When  control  waa  removed  after  the 
last  agitation  the  market,  despite  the 
Issue  of  the  ministry's  heavy  stocks, 
waa  kept  short  The  packers,  who  had 
been  quoting  low  prices,  suddenly 
raised  them  and  complained  that  the 
Government  were  holding  back  supplies 
by  selling  stocks  on  the  basis  of  cost. 

By  the  end  of  June  supplies  were 
ample,  but  the  market  still  rose.  On 
March  29.  the  Food  Mlntstry  was  sell- 
ing best  Canadian  bacon  at  174s  per 
cwt.  and  lard  at  151s  per  cwt.  On 
August  9  the  price  of  Canadian  bacon, 
on  equivalent  terms,  was  210s  per  cwt.. 
while  lard  hsd  risen  to  193s  per  cwt. 

In  some  cases  the  profit  msde  was 
equal  to  10  times  that  permitted  under 
control,  the  resumption  of  which  caused 
a  break  In  the  American  market.  The 
Food  Ministry  set  up  a  buying  mission 
In  Nsw  York,  and  the  combined  seller* 
were  therefore  faced  by  a  single  buyers 
who  could  make  terms  with  them. 

Conditions  Imposed  will  secure  for 
some  time  to  come  that  bacon  of  «oo«t 
quality  reaches  this  market  In  goo.l 
condition  and  at  reasonable  prices.  At 
the  same  time  the  multiplication  of 
middlemen  on  this  Hide  has  been 
stopped. 

In  the  meantime  the  growing  con- 
gestion of  docks  and  stores  has  been 
cleared.  All  through  the  period  of  pri- 
vate trading  and  for  some  time  after- 
wards unco-ordlnated  shtpsients  poureit 
In,  overloading  the  quays  with  bacon, 
much  of  which  perished  from  tbw 
weather. 

If  the  exchange  does  not  fall  further 
there  will  be  another  reduction  In  Prlvn 
under  the  system  of  control,  of  id  per 
lb.  Other  Kuropean  countries  ha\  P 
asked  to  buy  bacon  and  lard  on  the 
same  conditions.

BLIND  BOKY  PROVES 
WTO 
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New  System  Is  Great  Success 
When  Tried  Out  at  Del 
Monte— Competitions  Very 
Popular, 


.  SAX  FRANCISCJO,  Jan.  9. — Del 
Monte  has  taken  a  step  to  solve 
the  problem  of  the  poor  handlcapper, 
who  has  suffered  more  abuse  on  the 
links  than  any  other  individual  con- 
nected with  the  royal  and  ancient 
pastime.  The  idea  is  to  let  the  play- 
ers handicap  themselves  and  ,get  a 
taste  of  the  difficulties  which  are  In- 
volved in  Judging  and  estimating  the 
exact  number  of  strokes  required  in 
getting  around  the  18  holes. 

It  is  blind  bogey  competition.  For 
the  men  a  number  between  79  and 
83  and  for  the  women  84  to  88  will 
be  drawn  secretly  from  a  hat  before 
competition  starts.  The  players  give 
themselves  handicaps  that  they  think 
will  land  them  within  the  winning 
circles.  To  illustrate  more  clearly,  a 
man*  who  shoots  the  course  in  90 
would  give  himself  nine  strokes, 
which  would  put  him  right  in  the 
centre  with  a  chance  of  getting  the 
blind  bogey  number.  Tjfte  players  are 
permitted  to  take  as  big  or  as  little 
a  handicap  as  they  want. 

The  competitions  have  been  tried 
at  Del  Monte  and  have  proved  very 
popular.  It  has  been  surprising  to 
soo  how  many  players  who  have 
complained  about  the  handlcapper 
land  outside  the  numbers.  The  Idea 
of  permitting  the  players  to  be  their 
own  handicappers  fits  In  well  at  Del 
Monte,  where  players  come  from  all 
sections  of  the  country.  The  handl- 
capper Is  not  acquainted  with  their 
respective  abilities  and  it  works  out 
great  to  have  the  golfers  do  their 
own  figuring.  Then  if  something 
goes  wrong  the  handlcapper  Is  not 
blamed.  Theyvget  first  hand  infor- 
mation on  the  trials  and  tribulations 
of  the  handlcapper.  < 

TRAPSHOOTERS  MAKE 
A  "GARRISON  FINISH" 

Mark    Arie    Gains    leading  Honors 
Among  the  Amateurs  by  Hulra- 
breadth  Prom  Henderson 

In  what  in  horse  racing  would  be 
termed  a  "Garrison  Finish,"  Mark  P. 
-Arie,  of  Champaign,  111.,  has  defeat- 
ed Woodfolk  Henderson,  of  Lexing- 
ton, Ky.,  for  the  honor  of  being  the 
high  average  amateur  trapshooter 
of  the  1919  season.  Arte  won  the 
leading  position  by  the  margin  of  one 
one-hundredth  of  one  per  cent 

Tiiis  is  Just  about  as  close  a  race 
as  was  ever  run  in  any  sport.  It 
couldn't  be  much  closer  without 
being  a  "dead  heat." 

Frank  Troeh.  of  Vancouver,  Wash- 
last  year's  average  leader,  led  until 
September.  when  Henderson  and 
Arie  went  by  him  in  a  rush.  Hen- 
derson led  until  early  In  November, 
when  Arie,  by  breaking  80  straight 
at  Columbia  S.  C,  went  In  the  lead 
by  a  fraction  of  a  point.  This  brought 
them  to  the  last  shoot  of  the  year, 
at  Birmingham.  Ala.,  and  both  shoot- 
ers participated. 

Arie  missed  one  target  in  180.  his 
95th,  and  Henderson  missed  two,  one 
in  his  last  ■event,  and  that  miss  cost 
him  the  leadership  and  the  glorv 
that  goes  with  it.  But  Henderson 
has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
he  put  up  a  great  scrap  for  the 
laurel  wreath. 

Not  only  does  Arie  close  the  year 
as  high  average  leader,  but  he  also 
gets  credit  for  the  longest  run  of 
the  year  by  an  amateur — 422.  And 
as  the  Illinois  -Hhoflter  won  the  1U 
llnois  state  championship,  the  Her- 
cules All-Round  Amateur  Champion- 
ship, and  one  or  two  other  titles  in 
consequence,  it  will  be  seen  that  he 
was  a  notable  figure  In  the  1919 
season. 


It  is  more  than  likely  that  the 
leading  ten  In  the  amateur  averages 
will  be  sent  to  Antwerp  next  August 
to  represent  the  United  States  in  the 
Olympic  Games. 

Rush  Rasee.  of  Curtis.  Neb.,  won 
the  professional  high  average  leader- 
ship. According  to  the  records  he  is 
the  first  shooter  to  finish  a  season 
with  better  than  a  .98  average. 

LENINE  ADVISES 

ITALIAN  SOCIALISTS 

ROME,  Jan.  9. — The  Bpoca  says 
that  Nlcolai  L-enine  has  written 
another  letter  to  the  directors  of  the 
Socialist  party  imploring  them  not  to 
precipitate  any  revolutionary  move- 
ment which  in  the  present  conditions 
would  have  no  probability  of  suc- 
cess. 

Lenlne  adds  that  the  revolution  in 
Italy  now  would  have  a  grave  reper- 
cussion in  the  Russian  Boviet  republic, 
which  is  about  to  negotiate  with 
bourgeois  powers  for  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  present  state  of  affairB  in 
Russia  and  also  for  essential  econ- 
omic agreements.  All  this  would  be 
rejected,  says  Lenine,  if  another  revo- 
lution occurred  in  Italy,  because,  with 
the  eventual  spread  of  Bolshevism 
throughout  Europe,  in  a  spirit  of  pres- 
ervation the  states  still  immune  from 
Bolshevism  would  hermetically  close 
themselves  against  infectloji,  and  the 
soviet  republic,  destined  to  become  a 
type  for  the  future,  would  not  have 
time  to  strengthen  Itself  sufficiently 
to  become  vital.   

PROSECUTING  SELLERS 
OF  POISONOUS  LIQUOR 

SPRINGFIELD,  Mass.,  Jan.  9— Ten 
Indictments  for  manslaughter  were  re- 
ported last  night  by  a  special  grand 
Jury  which  has  been  taking  evidence 
for  two  days  In  connection  with  the 
alleged  sale  of  "whiskey"  said  to  have 
contained  wood  alcohol,  and  whicrt, 
it  Is  claimed,  resulted  in  the  deaths  of 
more  than  60  persons  In  the  Connec- 
ticut Valley. 

Two  other  indictments  were  re- 
turned, charging  illegal  sale  of  liquor, 
and  also  several  secret  Indictments.

CAIRO,  Jan.  9. — Authorities  here 
have  begun  an  Investigation  of  the 
killing  of  an  Italian  musician  by  a 
British  soldier  on  January  4.  Feeling 
Is  running  high  among  Italians  and 
Egyptian  nationalists,  the  latter  seek- 
ing to  make  capital  out  of  the  Inci- 
dent. 

A  number  of  the  moderate  Nation- 
alists. Including  a  former  premier  and 
members  of  the  Egyptian  delegation, 
have  issued  a  statement  expressing 
a  desire  to  accept  Viscount  Mtlner's 
Invitation  for  a  frank  discussion  of 
pending  Issues.

George  A."  Moore,  president  of  the 
Moore  Shipbuilding  Co..  has  an- 
nounced that  the  Standard  Oil  Co.  of 
California  has  Just  signed  a  contract 
with  his  company  for  the  construction 
of  an  oil-tanker  to  be  equipped  with 
twin  Dleser  engines  of  850  horse- 
power each  of  the  type  built  by  ths 
Skandla  Pacific  Co.

the  stock  of  the  Canadian  Copper  Com- 
pany at  Princeton. 

Mr.  Erb,  who  arrived  in  the  city  this 
morning,  and  will  spend  a  few  days  here 
in  consultation  with  officials  of  his 
Canadian  interests  before  proceeding 
north  to  Prince  Rupert,  stated  tonight 
that  he  "looks  forward  to  a  very  con- 
siderable increase  of  tho  importance  of 
the  shipbuilding  industry  in  Canada." 

"As  regards  our  yards  at  Trince 
Rupert."  he  said,  "we  expect  these  to  de- 
velop to  very  considerable  dimensions. 
We  are  going  to  increase  our  facilities 
for  handling  contracts,  and  there  Is  no 
doubt  that  your  more  favorable  laws  in 
Canada  will  stimulate  shipbuilding  in 
Canadian  yards.  Thus  far  yards  in  the 
United  States  have  been  prohibited  from 
undertaking  contracts  for  ships  sailing 
under  foreign  flags.  Your  policy  here  is 
more  enlightened,  and  It  will  result  in 
a  very  decided  increase  of  business  for 
your  shipbuilding  trade."  .

LONDON'S  CHARM 

ABSENCE  OF  TRAMS 

The  tramway  menace  in  London  is 
growing  rapidly.  A  $40,000,000 
scheme  for  linking  up  the  North  and 
South  London  tramways  is  being  out- 
lined. 

London,  the  most  innately  beautiful 
city  in  the  world,  gains  most  of  its 
charm  through  its  swaying  roads 
whose  glorious  sweep  is  broken  by  no 
line  of  rails  in  the  middle  of  the  shin- 
ing wooden  pavement.  Trams  have 
the  strange  and  horrible  power  of  re- 
moving Individuality  from  the  street. 
All  main  f oads  with  trams  have  the 
same  appearance. 

Fleet  Street,  the  Strand,  Piccadilly, 
Regent  Street.  Ludgate  Hill,  are  like 
no  streets  In  the  world.  The  winding, 
twisting,  untrammelled  flocks  of  mo- 
tor omnibuses  only  accentuate  their 
mudpuddled  loveliness.  Place  trams 
in  them — tall,  glittering,  yellow 
trams — moving  In  a  steel  groove, 
clanging  a  hideous  bell,  inelastic,  rig- 
idly going  forward — and  these  essen- 
tially London  streets  might  be  Eighth 
Avenue  In  New  York,  or  a  Paris 
boulevard,  or  Cllftbnvllle  High  Street. 

Trams  are  essentially  un- English. 
They  are  very  German  and  rather 
American.  They  are  exact — they  can 
only  go  one  way,  and  obey  a  little 
flange  of  steel  with  humility. 

They  cannot,  like  a  young  and  un- 
sophisticated motor  omnibus,  run  past 
their  Corner,  and,  their  red  face 
blushing  with  shame,  back  slowly  and 
noisily"  to  their  right*  course  again. 

They  cannot,  owing  to  some  mining 
bperation  on  the  road,  turn  down  a 
little  sleeping  side  street  and  thun- 
der with  Jolly  abandon  between  the 
century-old  houses  whose  prim  win- 
dows open  with  disgusted  astonish- 
ment. 

London  owes  a  great  deal  of  its 
charm  to  the  motor  omnibus,  which 
does  not  disfigure  the  street. — London 
Mail. 


Disserting  Civilisation

If  you  want  the  territorial  Integrity 
of  Belgium,  Servla,  Roumanla  and 
Poland  protected  and  safeguarded, 
do  what  you  may  to  that  end.  But 
count  us  out." 

For  shame  on  every  senator  who, 
because  of  his  personal  hatred  of  the 
President,  voted  to  put  us  in  the  dis- 
graceful category  of  deserting  civiliza- 
tion!— Atlanta  Constitution.

Trained  Brains 

The  Premier  is  right  in  saying  it  is 
a  tragedy  that  90  per  cent  of  the 
public  school  pupils  never  get  beyond  • 
them,  and  anything  he  can  do  to  alter 
this  will  be  for  the  welfare  of  the 
community.  It  Is  education,  trained 
brains,  that  are  going  to  tell  In  the 
progress  of  nations  in  the  future,  and 
Canada  cannot  afford  to  lag  behind. — 
Kingston  Standard. 

Radicalism  Again  Downed 

The  elections  of  last  week  in  Aus- 
tralia, which  have  secured  the  re- 
election of  Premier  Hughes,  are  not 
without  intercut  to  Americans.  The 
particular  issue  involved  in  them,  in 
its  essential  features,  has  been  faced 
by  the  voters  of  every  nation  that 
has  emerged  with  the  concourse  of 
the  victors  from  the  World  War — the 
issue  between  a  strong  and  self-re- 
liant nationalism  and  surrender  to  a 
denationalizing  radical  minority.  The 
leader  of  the  forces  of  Australian 
nationalism  was  the  noted  statesman, 
ttMtltam  E.  Hughes,  who  throughout 
the  war  and  the  labors  of  tho  peace 
table  represented  so  ably  the  cause 
of  the  commonwealth.  Opposed  to 
Premier  Hughes  were  the  Laborites, 
led  by  Frank  Tudor  and  former  Pre- 
mier Ryan  of  the  Province  of  Queens- 
land. Their  platform  called  for  the 
adoption  of  a  form  of  state  Social- 
Ism,  with  the  minimum  play  for 
private  enterprise.  Virtually  complete 
returns  from  the  elections  establish 
Premier  Hughes'  title  to  victory  and 
he  is  certain  of  a  derided  majority  in 
the  next  House  of  Representatives  in 
support  of  his  coalition  party. 

Politically  and  ethnically  Australia 
is  essentially  a  British  colony.  Its  re- 
moteness from  Europe,  the  sparse- 
ness.of  its  population  and  the  fron- 
tier character  of  much  of  its  life 
havo  made  of  the  Australian  a  type 
distinct  from  the  Englishman.  But 
the  deep-rootedness  of  the  British 
traditions  and  the  heritage  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  Ideals  of  government  have 
made  the  Australian  share  with  the 
Britisher  a  conception  of  govern- 
ment whose  relation  to  society  cor- 
responds in  a  general  way  with  that 
of  the  policeman  in  the  community 
which  he  serves — the  function  of 
government  being  to  permit  the  full- 
est development  of  the  activities  of 
the  individual.  The  success  of  Prem- 
ier Hughes  is  to  be  Interpreted  as 
an  assertion  of  the  Instinctive  pre- 
ference of  the  Anglo-Saxon  for  a 
government  that  leaves  untouched 
the  realm  of  enterprise  and  a  re- 
pudiation, of  state  paternalism. — 
Boston  Transcript.

CHOOSING  PROFITABLE 
HENS 


For  many  years,  In  fact,  ever  since 
anaesthetics  were  brought  into  gen- 
eral use,  one  of  the  alms  of  surgical 
scientists  has  been  the  discovery  of 
some  method  of  operating  painlessly 
without  rendering  the  patient  uncon- 
scious by  inhalations  of  ether  or 
chloroform.  According  to  The  Lon-

The  following  Item  on  "Worker  and 
Slacker  Hens"  is  taken  from  The 
Daily  Produce  News,  Seattle: 

"The  worker"  hen — the  fowl  that 
produces  persistently  and  economi- 
cally— usually  carries  ragged,  worn 
plumage;  is  a  late  molter;  has  a  red, 
large,  sleek,  plump  comb,  and  white, 
thin,  Mat  shanks.  The  beak  and  ear 
lobes,  are  wfclte.  while  the  pelvic  bone 
and  the  end  of  the  breast  bone  Is 
wide.  The  breast  bone  is  soft,  pli- 
able, and  prominent. 

"Shirker  hens  are  characterized  by 
neat,  clean  plumage;  early  molting; 
a.  pale,  small  shriveled  comb;  yellow, 
round,  and  full  shankB;  yellow  beak; 
creamy  ear  lobes;  heavy,  rigid,  and 
close-together  pelvic  bones.  The 
spread  between  the  pelvic  bone  and 
the  end  of  the  breast  bone  Is  narrow, 
while  the  small  bones  on  either  side  of 
the  breast  bone  are  hard  and  well 
covered  with  flesh.  The  skin  Is  thick, 
hard,  andund  erlafd  with  fat. 
The  Breast  Bone 

"In  making  physical  examination  of 
the  fowls  for  production  efficiency, 
hold  the  hen  with  the  breast  bone  in 
the  palm  of  the  hand,  with  the  flesh 
part  of  the  legs  held  firmly  on  either 
side  of  the  forefinger.  The  feeling 
of  the  breastbone  in  the  palm  of  the 
hand  will  indicate  the  quality  of  the 
Bktn,  while  with  the  other  hand  the 
examiner  can  measure  the  distance 
between  tho  pelvic  bone  and  from 
the  pelvic  bone  to  the  rear  end  of  the 
breast  bone.  As  he  holds  the  bird  he 
also  can  examine  the  plumage,  comb, 
shanks,  beak,  ear  lobes,  and  thus  ac- 
cumulate accurate  Information  for  his 
diagnosis  of  conformation  and  pro- 
duction ability. 

"It  Is  essential  that  he  consider  all 
points  In  respect  to  their  Importance 
and  not  place  too  much  dependence 
on  one  or  more  prominent  character- 
istics." •

Jan.  ».— Stagnation 
ruled  during  the  greater  part  of  to- 
day's superficial  stock  market  ses- 
sion, the  sluggish  movement  repre- 
senting nothing  more  than  the  efforts 
of  traders  to  scalp  fractional  profits. 

According  to  the  gossip  on  the  ex- 
change, at  no  time  since  the  Novem- 
ber reversal  was  public  participation 
or  interest  at  such  a  low  ebb,  and- 
such  an  utter  lack  of  professional  in- 
itiative or  leadership  manifested. 

Adhering  to  their  recent  course,  the 
only  shares  that  moved  more  than 
a  point  in  either  direction  were  those 
susceptible  to  bearish  influences  or 
under  the  protection  of  bull  pools. 

Oils,  motors  and  kindred  special- 
ties were  responsive  to  pressure,  with 
tobacco  and  food  Issues.  Steels, 
equipments  and  metals  were  compara- 
tively steady  and  occasionally  strong, 
and  rails  were  relegated  to  obscurity. 

The  market  was  most  active,  with 
prices  higher,  in  the  last  hour,  when 
Baldwin  Locomotive,  United  States 
Steel  and  minor  metals  strengthened 
perceptibly  despite  the  advance,  in 
call  loans  from  6  to  10  per  cent.  Sales 
mounted  to  750,000  shares.
